The Ending of a Strife Between 
Factions ok the Com- 
greg.'\t:on. 

S.IN'TA nOSA. C.vi.., March 27. —The 
church feud in the Presbyterian church, 
the largest and most wealthy denumina- 
tion in Santa lUisa. reaclieil a iliina.r 
Wednesday night, when an inijiortant 
meeUng was held at the Presbyterian 
church to take further actioi^in regard to 
the pastoral' relations of the Rev. John 
Beid Jr. As a result the minister resigned. 

At a previous meeting, held on Friday 
evening last, there was considerable dis- 
cussion ovortlie matter and a resolution 
■was made .ind earrie i by a rr.ajority of ten 
votes that Rev. Mr. Keid be installed as pas- 
tor. Two years ago he had been regularly 
called, but had never been installed, owing 
to eircum'^tapcea with which be personally 
had nothing to-do. In the meantime some 
opposition tix him sprung up, and matters 
readied a crisis last week when the motion 
to install hitn was made. 

The op)>osition party, led by several Infln- 
eiitial memhers of the church, were not 
sati^hed with the vote and at the meeting 
to-night intended to calL for a reconsidera- 
tion and recast of the vote. They were 
f orestalled^ ho.wever, by the action of Pas- 
tor Reid in . resigning, or more properly 
speaking in returning the call given him 
by the church two years ago. His friends 
were unanimous in urging him to fight to 
the last ditch, but he decided not to involve 
tlie members further in a church war that 
would only bring trouble to the church. 
He expressed himself as willing to sai rilkc 
himself and not insist upon his rights 
rather than proceed further in the contro- 
versy. 

The opposition par^ were either on- 
wtlling or could not fonnulate charges 
against their pastor. The dislike began 
with a few members opposed to him from 
the start, and they have succeeded in im- 
buing others with the same ideas until the 
opposition is quite formidable. Had Rev. 
Mr. Rcid remained the opposition intended 
to withdraw their support. Aa it is his 
friends will, fn all probability, leave the 
Presbyterian church and affiliate hereafter 
with other cburebes hera. Rev. Mr. Reid 
will cease his relations with the church <»

Clouds Removed From Titles 
AND Administrator Fitch 
Ousted. 



HEALDSBURO, Cau, March 27.— There 
is general rejoicing among the settlers of 
the Tzabaco Rancho over the decisive vic- 
tory won by Mrs. Wisecarver, one of their 
ii;i:r,liir, against William Fitch, as ad- 
ministrator of the estate of Antonio Pena, 
deceased, which results in the quieting of 
title and the revocation of Fitch's letters of 
administration. 

The Tzabaco Rancho is a body of land 
comprising over 1,000,000 acres, and em- 
bracing the central portion of the famous 
Dry Creek Valley and the Geyserville dis- 
trict. It was an old Mexican grant, for- 
merly owned by Pena, and is now occupied 
by 2.'il prosperous families. 

Two years and a half ago William Fitch, 
as administrator of the Pena estate, 
brought suit to recover an nndivided one- 
fifth i:itereat in the property. A mass- 
meeting of tbofe interested was called, and- 
tlie settlers decided to act on the defensive. 
Several of the most able lawyers of Sonoma 
Comnty were employed by the landholders. 
So the case rested until last January. At 
that tfme' Mrs, Wisecarver desired to sell 
part of h« property, and as a cloud rested 
on the title thieconld not be done. Through 
her attorney, J. W. Oates, she instituted 
suit against Fitch t* forever quiet title, 
and a decision was rendered yesterday 
quieting and perfecting the title, and an 
order was also made revoking Fitch's 
letters of administration. 

This is a great victory for the settlers, 
for the Wisecarver suit was a test case.

The Broad Plains of the San Joaquin and the Fertile Santa Clara 
Orchards Ought to Immediately Respond in a 
Substantial Manner. 



The San Joaquin Valley Railroad l3 to be a people ' s railroad. It 
is, therefore, proper that the people of the San Joaquin Valley and 
Santa piara Valley should express their intentions in regard to the 
manner in which they will support it after it is completed. The peo- 
ple living in the San Joaquin Valley , who feel that a change of con- 
ditions is necessary, who feel that a competing road would benefit 
them, ought to make definite expression as to what support they 
will afford to the enterprise which is calculated to bring them 
relief. Looking in this direction, the "Gall** has prepared and 
will distribute among the residents of the San Joaquin Valley and 
the Santa Clara Valley blank pledges, which, when properly made out 
and signed, signify that the signers will for five years give to the 
new road all the support and encouragement within their power. 
These pledges will be simply worded, and will contain only a stip- 
ulation that the persons signing them will patronize the new road 
where the rates are as low as, or lower than, those of the old- 
established company. In order to_ secure necessary and valuable 
statistical information, there will be blank spaces, in which each 
person signing this contract will be requested to specify the num- 
ber of tons shipped annually by him and the average general cost 
of such shifHaents. 

The "Call'' intends to establish a roll of honor, Ini^ich the 
names of those who sign such agreement will be published from 
time to time. It may happen that some dealers are in positions 
where publication of their intentions in this regard might bring 
them trouble. It may be that they fear retaliatory action from 
some quarter. In that event, upon request, the names would not be 
published, but would be held sacredly private, the information be- 
ing furnished only to the responsible managers of the San Fran- 
cisco and San Joaquin Valley Railroad Company. After the road 
shall be completed and no further occasion exists for keeping the 
names from the public, if so desired the "Call'' would print a 
second roll of honor, according to all who have pledged their sup- 
port the credit that, is due tc^vthem. -t^- 

While it may seem strange that such a precaution should ^^c- 
essary in California, the existence of such a necessity is the 
strongest argument that can be used for the building of a new 
road and for every true citjgfen ^o -contribute toward its support.

SELMA, Cai., March 27.— T. B. Baithrop 
was shot and instantly killed in Kil- 
boume'a dragatore at 4:80 o'clock this 
afternoon by O. V. Jordan. 

The shooting was the result of a scandal 
which has been tmder investigation by the 

Cumberland Presbyterian Chnrch this 
week, to which Mr.'. Jordan and Baithrop 
were parties. Baithrop was the author of 
the charge that relleeted on Mrs. Joraan. 
The ehurch court e.-ioiierated Mrs. Jordan. 
Jordan and his wife are living apart, and 
Mn. Jordan's application for divorce is 
now on file in the Superior Conrt. She 
had been .nmiiing a reatanrant Bere in 
partner8)iip with Baithrop, bat as a. result 
of the scandal the partoarahip was dis- 
solved and the restanrant was cloied this 
mornings 

This afternoon Edward Powell, the cook, 
went to the country and told Jordan to 
come to town to defend his wife. Jordan 
armed himself and drove in furiously from 
his raiu li south of town. Baithrop was on 
the sidewalk near Kilbourne's drugstore | 
when Jordan drove up and, jumi)ing out, : 
accosted him. The men quarreled and 
Baithrop struck at Jordan, who had a 44- 
caliber revolver in his band. Baithrop 
then stepped back into the drugstore, 
when Jordan fired, and Baithrop went 
down with a bullet in his heart. As he 
staggered he drew his revolver, but it fell 
from his hand uncocked. Jordan was 
placed under arrest and sent to Fresno to 
jail. 

T. B. Baithrop is a brother of J. W. Bai- 
throp. of the firm of Baithrop fc K^tes, gro- 
cers. The dead man had to-day written the 
following statement for publication, which 
appeared in tiie evening paper an hour 
after the murder. 

I wish to acknowledge to the public that cer- 
tain statements allei^ed to have been made by 
me derogatory to the character of Mrs. Josle 
Jordan, and which have been generally 
drcnlated to the Injury of both Mrs. Jordan 
and myself, were and ara unqoallfiedly false. 
Rueh Rlatemcntp, If made at all by me, were so 
made about fourteen months ago, and I de- 
clined to make any denial of such statements 
to the church eommlttee last Monday because 
I entertained the mistaken idea that tlie best 
way to hush the matter up waste refuse to 
miike any statement.

Cai.., March 27.— Mystery 
surrounds the killing of Wo Soug, a China- 
man, who was found dead in the doorway 
of his cabin with a bullet wound in his 
body, on Sunday afternoon. Whether Wo 
Song was murdered by a countryman of 
his or whether a stray bullet from a marks- 
man's rifle inflicted the death wound may 
never be known. 

The little shanty in which We Song lived 
was beside the nkrrow - gauge railway 
tracks between Newark and Alviso. There 
is a drawbridge near the place. It was 
Farmer Ho.squi who happened along that 
way on Sunday, and observing the re- 
cumbent form went to see what ailed the 
Chinaman. The farmer found that the 
cooly was dead. 

The authorities were notified and the 
Coroner summoned a Jury. They heard 
the meager evidence in the cose and then 
rendered a verdict that Wo Song came to 
his death from the effects of a gunshot 
wound at the hands of unknown parties. 

Several theories have been advanced to 
account for the manner in which the Chi- 
naman received his death wound. One is 
that some hunters from San Francisco 
were shooting at a target and that one of 
the bullets went wild of its mark and 
struck Song as he was standing In his 
cabin door. This is not a very plausible 
story and more are inclined to think that 
an enemy of the Chinaman called him to 
the door of his shanty and then shot him.

THE I-RIVATE CLAIMS BIJ.Z. 

It May Be Signed, but There It noubt as 

to Jts Effect. 

SACRAMENTO, Cai.., March 17.— That 
Governor Bndd will affix his signature to 
Assembly bill 1026, "An act to provide 
for the payment of all private claims al- 
lowed by the Legislature of the thirty-first 
session out of the revenues of the forty- 
seventh fiscal year," Is acknowledged by 
all who arc supposed to he cognizant of the 
different clainis affected by the measure. 
Speculation is rife as to the effect the sign- 
ing of the bill will have upon tbenmner- 
ous claims involved. 

First there is a flaw and a serious one in 
the title. The first section of the bill pro- 
vides for the payment of all private claims 
allowed at the thirty-first session of the 
Legislature out of the receipts of the forty- 
seventh fiscal year. 

This section is mentioned in the title of 
the bill and must perforce become a law, 
providing the Governor signs the bill. The 
framer of the measure has neglected to in- 
sert in the title any allusion to the second 
section of the bill, which provides that the 
State Board of Examiners shall be author- 
ized to inquire into all claims passed by 
the Legislature and cut dovrn any one of 
them which they deem exorbitant. 

According to section 24 of article IV of 
the constitution any subject embraced in 
an act must be expres.-'ed in its tiik- to be 
valid, still the act itself shall not become 
void, only so much thereof as shall notbe 
expressed in its title. 

The application of this section to the 
second clause of Assembly bill 1036 has 
aroused grave doubts in the gubernatorial 
mind as to the advisability of signing 
many personal claim bills, among which 
may be numbered the Jordan claim. Gov- 
ernor Budd fully acknowledges that a cer- 
tain portion of thi.n claim is just and should 
be liquidated, but says that there are too 
many accessories to the bill, and the 
amount involved is altogether too serious 
to trust to tbe provisos expressed in the 
second elatuta of Assembly bill 1026, when 
there is no surety but said clause may be 
declared null and void. 

The matter has been submitted to the 
Attorney-General, who will probably ren- 
der his decision to-morrow, and upon that 
decision bangs the fate of numerous claim 
bills. Many of them are to a certain ex- 
tent Just and valid, but too many other 
claimsluiye been added. Nor will the At- 
tomeyrGeneral's decision, should it be 
against clause 2 of bill 1026, affect the 
claim bills alone. There are other im- 
portant bills possessing defective titles that 
will be affected and lost.

Figg. a farmer and a pioneer, died in this 
city this morning. 

Mr. FigE was a native of Danville, Ky., 
aged 7fi years. Before he had reached his 
majority Mr. Uigg engaged in the fur busi- 
ness at St. Louis, and in 1S44 he removed 
to Lexington, Mo. In the spring of 1849 >f r. 
Figg left Lexington with a party in- an ox 
team for California, arriving in Sacramento 
in September of the same year, and put- 
ting up nndei* some big trees where the 
Golden Eagle Hotel now stands. By hard 
work he ocquired some capital and engaged 
successfully in the wholesale trade in 
miners' supplies and provisions. In the 
lire of 18S2 he lost $t;i.()00. At that time 
the tirm was Buliard, Figg & Co. They re- 
built with a brick .structure and continued 
the business a year, when Mr. Figg bought 
out the interests of the others and contin- 
ued the business alone. Afterward Mr. 
Figg dealt extensively in flour, where the 
Pioneer Mills are now. Latterly Mr. Figg, 
while retired from active business life, has 
been engaged in the shipment of fruit 
grown on his own ranch down the river, 
and also in the wholesale trade in salt. 
Besides his wife, Mr. Figg leAves a son, 
Edward F. Figg.

Nat J. Brittan, one of the most promi- 
nent realdentsttf Redwood City^ is among 
the stanchest supporters of the great boule- 
vard proposition. Be has expressed him- 
self unmistakably on the subject, and has 
suggestions which undoubtedly will bear 
fruit in action. 

Phil M. Koedel, cashier of the Pan Mateo 
Bank and one of the committee of live, has 
been doing enthusiastic and vigorous work 
for tbe boulevard. He said to-day : 

We have no ilcflnive idea yet of how much 
money It would be practicable to try to raise. 
My own opinion is that the taxpayers ot the 
coiMily would make no mistake if thi-v would 
put $'.;r,0,000 into the houleviird. It i nsts as 
much now to kecji up the prcfeni bad counts- 
road as It Would to pay interest on that amount 
and proviiie for a ninklng fund. The pteseiit 
county road was badly built and last winter it 
was almost impassable for miles north of 
Btirllngamc. We want a road constructed by 
competent engineers according to the modern 
scientlHc methnds of road building. I feel sure 
that the only practicable route 1« the present 
county road. A boulevard along the foothills 
Would be a magnlflcent thing but it wonld 
cost enormously, more money for both right of 
way and construction. I don't think the 
people would be willing to lay out another 
road there and bonds wotiUl not be voted for 
it. There would be mueh more opposition. 

My ideals that the ceunty rokd should be 
widened to 100 feet or mere. Then build a 
perfect and lasting roadway, provide bridle 
and bicycle paths and net trees along the sides. 
Most ot the land along the road is held by large 
property-owners, who I think would give the 
land needed, because the rest of their property 
would be so greatly Increased in value. It is 
too early to lay much about the cost, because 
that has not been Investigated deeply. If the 
rock-crushing works were established at Fol- 
som the rock for macadamizing might be got 
here by water and distributed quite cheaply. 

There Is no questten that such a boulerard 
wonld benefit every material interest in the 
county. I look at it as a thoroughly practical 
butlneas proposition. It would, in fact, save 
money to the taxpayers, while greatly increas- 
ing the value ot property. It wonld do mors 
than anything else to attract residents, and the 
opportunities for beautiful HviiiK places in this 
region are unparalleled an;, wlo re. The climate 
is unequaled and the country is a natural park, 
lis beauUes WOOM become known. Tourists 
wetfid TMt tii, and the- boulevard and the 
country it runs fhfongh would beoome tamooi. 
Anywhere fat the oeuhtry you wni find a region 
with line roads, settled by a desirable class of 
people. 

I don't antidpate very much opposition to 
the lx>nding Rcheme, and of course that is the 
only way ii can he dune. We want to make It 
appear practical, have it in the hands ot com- 
petent nea In whom there Upnb&ooonfldenoe, 
aviM Meal jeaieuiaa, maae tt the result of a 
sponttaeeai euttoeak ol progremlve public 
sentiment. I thiidc It wilt grow in favor and 
that the universal beneflts to the county will 
be generally recognized. 

That is the wav the leading people Of this

lication of the treaty negotiated w ith so 
much pains by United States Minister Ma- 
honey, hy which the case was adjndioated. 

Santos fs an American Citizen, Who Was 
imprisoned and despoiled of his property 
by the Kcuadorans in 1884 and ISS.j. At 
one time this led to serious trouble be- 
tween the ITnited States and Kcuador and 
it was necessary to send I'nited States' 
warships to (Guayaquil to .secure Santos' re- 
lease. A claim for indemnity was pre- 
ferred by our Government which lan- 
guished many years and it was not until 
1»94 that the final ratifications were ex- 
changed for a treaty, but tne claim was to 
be submitted to arbitration. Bv* tbe terms 
of this treaty the British Minister at (iuito 
was to be requested to act as arbitrator, or 
in the event of his declination he Was to 
name the arbitrator. ^ 

There wna no further provision for the 
■election ^ the arbitrator, and this may 
prove to have been an important omission, 
for news has reached here that the British 
Government has withdrawn its Minister 
at Quito, leaving at tbat place only a Con- 
sul-(ieneral. I'nless this oflicial has bn n 
clotbeii with diplomatic powers, so that he 
may tultill the treaty definition of a diplo- 
matic representative, it will be impossible 
to proceed under the treaty, and it will be 
necessary to secure tbe consent of the 
Ecuadoran Government to an amend- 
ment to remedy the fault.

A TIMELY TIP IS GIVEN. 



During the Fatal Fuslllsule tha En- 
gineer Was "Covered" by One 
of the Gang. 



GREENWOOD, Kt., March 27.— A most 
daring but unsuccessful attempt at train 
robbery occurrod at 2:'^0 a. m. today in the 
BOUthern part of Kentucky, when six men 
undertook to atop southbound train Ko. a, 
on the Qtieen ami Crescent Railroad. One 
of tlip six was killed outright, one died at 
4 o'cliit k this morning, and the third, giv- 
ing the name of Miller, lies here aeyerely 
TTOunded. The other three escaped. The 
train reached Chattanooga to-day on time. 

The reason for this summary disposal of 
.the train-robbers is found in the fart tliut 
some tiilinps of tln ir purpose had been 
given to the railroail . r <Mire.-<s authorities, 
and T. 11. (-irillin. tli<- r^'iporintcmicnt of 
Police on the ft-oiitlnTti roati, liadwitli liini 
on the train two trusted assistants. The 
train had just reached the south end of 
tunnel 9, a mile north of Greenwood, when 
the robbers signaled it to stop. 
^They had scarcely disclosed their pap- 
pose when Grifliu and his assistants began 
offensive operation:^. In ten minutes three 
robbers had bitten the diist, the other three 
had llown and the train was sper.lint; 
on its way. No injury was suffert-ii l.y any 
one on the train. 

A telegram from Cuiuborland Falls says 
the third man taken from the engine has 
since died. The robbery was planned for 
March 11, but as the creek was oat of its 
banks the men were afraid they might be 
canght, and postponed it. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 28.— 
Ciucinnati Soutiiern train Xo. 3 arrived 
here on time to-day, although it stopped a 
few minutes to kill three train-robbers. A 
reporter met tiie train on it.- arrival here 
and obtained interviews with the conduc- 
tor and engineer. Engineer Tom Spring- 
field has been running on the road for a 
number of years, and is regarded as a very 
reliable engineer. This is his first experi- 
ence with train-robbers, and he told the 
following story : 

"AVe were cominc alonsr on time. En- 
pine is a lir.niper, and Hankin, my fire- 
man, was kecjiin^ her hot. We had mail, 
e.'tpre^^ and ba;;gaee cars, a smoker, two 
day coaches and two sleepers. We left 
Bomerset on time. I slowed down a little 
as we ran through tunnel No. 8, about ten 
miles south of Somerset, in Palaski Cotinty, 
Ky. About 300 yards this side of the tun- 
nel a man on the track with a white lan- 
t,/)n fla^creil me down. This is one of the 
.jj&teiies* if^>t< on the road. You know, it 
»\p in tin ruu^-h ami rugged mountain 
mslrictof Kenim ky. There is not a house 
within two miles of the place. In fact, I 
do not know a house that is nearer than 
Greenwood. That little station is about 
two miles to the south. The road some- 
what curves, and altogether a better place 
could not have been sel. < ted for a train 
robbery. The fellow in fr..iit kej't swing- 
ing his lantern. Ue stood in t!ic it ntiT of 
the track. I could not imagine what was 
the matter." 

"Did you think of train-robbers?" 

-No, I did not." 

"Did you suppose that a freight train was 

ahead?" 

'•No, I did not. I did not think any- 
thing. I just saw the fellow swinging his 
lantern .nn i 1 stopped the train. I did not 
see anybody else. When I stopped to see 
what he was swinging his lantern for, the 
fellow climbed into the cab and said: 

I "Stand here till I tell you to go on,' and 
pointed a pistol at me. He stood on the 
left-hand, side of the cab. He looked like 
a deaperado. As near as I can recollect, 
tie had a big black mustache, a slouch hat 
and rather sandy clothes. He looked like 
axongh countryman. The fellow did not 

'■ay another word, but kept his' pistol 
poititedat me." 
"Did he not seem alarmed when the 

.shooting was going on?" 

"No, he just kept standing therewith his 
pistol pointed at me. I don't know what 
kind of a t>istol it was, but it was a big 

•one.". 

' With this the engineer strughtened out 
his hand and placed his left band almost 
to his right elboWrto show tilie length of 
' the robber's pistol. It mii^t have teen a 
horse-pistol. 

"Rankin, my fireman," continued 
epringruid, "looked out of the cab on iiis 
K'ieari.i said, ■Tli-y'vr- killed two of ilicm.' 
But the fellow kc],t n:e covered with his 
big pun aii.l .lid i,..t say a word. After one 
or two shot.s were heard up in front, the 
robber dropped out of the cab and said, 
■Go ahead.' X opened the throttle and we 
ran into Cumberland, about four miles fur- 
•therdowii." 

When asked why he did not shoot the 
robb.,.r as 1,0 left the engine, Springfield 
eaid neither lie nor his fireman baa any 
weapons of any kind. 
. "After the lellow lold me to go ahead we 
bad gone but a short distance when Ran- ' 
kin found a wounded man on ilie tender 
We stopped at Cumberland Falls, fonr i 
miles from the tunnel, and put him off 
leaving him in the telegraph office. He 
. was badly shot in the arm and side. He 
said he was u tramp straling a ride, and 
that he was n. t witli tlie train-robbers', but 
we do not Ijriieve it. We were not stopped 
fcy the robbers more than ten niiiiiiteb. We 
came on to Chattanooga and g,,t lu re on 
time. That's all I know about it, and I 
don!t want to experience any more fellows 
tlUnding in my cab and pointinK a bie 
pistol at me." 

Pti peri nfendent Campbell of the South, 
ern lOxpress Company .says there was only 
between *40 and $.">0 in money in the ex- 
press safe. Dave Laski, the express mes- 
senger on the train, seized his carbine 
when the shooting l,egan and kciit the 
doors tightly locked. He knows nothing 
about the robbery. Passengers in the 
sleepers for New Orleans and Jacksonville 
'. were not awak^ied. In one of the coaches 
wjien the train stopped and the shooting 
began, one man witii a xaontli and a 
large voice. yeUed, -By •God, ■we are held 
up." 

Women and children began crying and 

everybody threw money and jewelry under 
the scats, and tiiey did not sleep any more. 
Clint Fallgood, the detective who took 



such a prominent part in the jirevention of 
the robbery, returned to the city this even- 
ing from the scene of the robbery. To a 
reporter he gave the following statemont 
of the affair: 

"I am employed by the Cincinnati 
Southern Kailway as a detective, and on 
Tuesday morning received a telegram 
from Superintendent Griggs to report at 
Somerset. I reported and asked the Super- 
intendent what was wanted. He replied 
that he wanted me to come down to Chat- 
tanooga that night, He did not tell any- 
thing further about what was going to 
happen, but I suspected something was 
wrong. I thonght I was L'oing into danger 
and prepared myself with a double-barreled 
shotgun. 

"Griffin, the chief detective of the road, 
and Will Eddy, another detective, came 
out on the train also. They were prepared 
with double-barreled shotguns. Eddy and 
myself were sitting in the same seat while 
(iriftin was secreted in the e.xpress-car. As 
w" passed out of lunneMi i heard the en- 
gineer blow his whistle twice, which was a 
signal that he had been llairgcd and was to 
Stop the train. - Eddy and myself walked 
out of the smoker together. Eddy got 
down on the last step of the smoker on the 
east side, while I got on the last step on 
the other side and we were in that position 
when the train stopped. 

"Three men passed by Eddy, who at the 
time had squatted down unaer the end of 
the car, anil went to the haggage-car. One 
of them had a dotible-barreled shotgun in 
his hand and looked down at Eddy, but 
pa.ssed into the car. The three men went 
in the car, where they remained fonr or 
live minutes. I heard one of them say : 
Hands upl' and something about money 
in the car. They then walked about in 
the car, 1 think, and were looking for 
money in the safe. I later heard them 
cursing, but could not tell what they were 
saying. I think they had found tliey had 
made a mistake ami gotten into the 
w rong car. They came out tiie sani'' side 
and tlie way they had entered the car. 

"The two younger men made a break for 
the express-car, while the big fellow, who 
proved to be Jesse Morrow, stepped down 
at the side of the car with a shotgun in his 
hand, lie put it to his shoulder and 
pointed it at KJdy, who was at the place 
where he had left the smoker. Eddy had 
been watching, and liad had his gun lev- 
eled on him all the time, and wlien he 
found he had been discovered and was 
about to be shot at he opened tire, or rather 
tired one shot at the robber, which did the 
work. The load of buckshot struck the 
man in the left side, a little below the arm, 
and passed out on the right side of the 
body, killing him instantly. 

•■AliMui this time the two men who had 
come oiu of tlie baggage-car with Morrow 
opened tire upon Eddy, and were shooting 
at him pretty lively. When they stopped 
1 got tinJ"r tlie truss rods of the buggage- 
car, which are near the wheels. I saw a 
party at the steps of the express<ar, and 
as soon as the two men opened fire on 
Eddy this man advanced toward me and 
got on the first step of the baggage-car. I 
fired on him and he fell to the ground and 
did not utter a word. When I went to find 
him afterward he was gone, and I do not 
know what became of him. 

'•The shootins; on the otltcr car had 
stopi)ed, and the men were nowhere to be 
seen, except the two that were near by, one 
dead and the other mortally wounded. 
Tne confederates who escaped, I think, are 
three in number. A large posse of people 
residing in the vicinity of the robbery 
started out in pursuit of the robbers, who, 
I think, have taken to the mountains. 

"The man killed outright was Jesse 
Morrow, aged 50. He resided with hia 
family in Wayne County, about fifteen 
miles from the scene of the trouble, and 
was known as the worst and most desper- 
ate man in the community. • 

"Thomas Morrow, son of Jesse, the man 
who was picked up near the dead man^ 
was shot through the breast. He was car- 
ried to the depot at (ireen wood, where he 
died. This man was about 30 years of age 
and was a tough character. 

"The leader of the^ng is a man by the 
name of Underwood, and he is a desperate 
character. I don't know which way this 
man went after the affair was over. 

"Martin, the man who was so badly 
wounded, says he is from Pennsylvania, 
and that he was a tramp riding on the blind 
baggage and was no! with i he gang that 
held up the train. He is mortally wotinded 
and cannot recover." 

SOMERSET, Ky., March 27.-The Coro- 
ner will hold an inquest to-morrow at 
Greenwood on the bodies of Jesse and 
Thomas Morrow. Eraser was left with the 
horses on top of ttie tunnel; one flagged 
the train and mounted the engine, while' 
the third stood guard on top of the earth 
j cut, while three remaining attacked the 
' express-car and met the detectives. The 
indications are the gang had no outside 
assistance. 

The physicians performed an operation 
on William Martin to-night, hut he cannot 
live. The Adams Express Company have 
ofTerel a liberal reward for the capture of 
the three robbers who escaped.

KUTTE, Mont., March 27.— The ntmors 
which have Ix'eii alloat for some time with 
reference to a settlement of the celebrated 
Davis will case in this city have not been 
without foundation, for in the District 
Court to-day the alleged will of the dead 
millionaire was filed for probate. 

The proponents or Davis heirs and con- 
testants, represented by Henry A. Root of 
Helena have been figuring on a settlement 
for several months and reached an agree- 
ment yesterday, and the court has ratified 
the agreement by a decree which will be 
final unless other parties claiming an in- 
terest in the estate put in a legal appear- 
ance within a year. The heirs had asked 
for the appointment of J. H.Leyson, a Jew- 
eler of this city, as administrator, and Mr. 
Leyson had filed a petition asking the court 
to appoint him to the position. 

The petition here shows that A. J. Davis 
died on March 11, 18!K), and left an estate 
of real and personal jirojierty valued at 
f^.0(X),0OO, consisting of bank, mining and 
other stocks, mortgages and securities, 
cash in bank, mines, real estate and per- 
sonal property, and also property in Iowa 
and Massachusetts, and that the heirs-at- 
law have requested the appointment of 
Mr. Leyson as administrator. The names, 
ages and residences of tiie hcir.s-at-law are 
given as follows: Erwin DavL«, i'A, New 
York; Calvin P, Davis, 72, California;

None 
of those in the house could assign a motive 
for the deed. 

Bigelow was abont 30 years old and the 
woman not more than Sri. She bore a 
character which was blameless. Bigelow 
was the son of James Bigelow, an ex- 
Mayor of Morristown, N. J., who is a 
retired lawyer. 

The young man lived on West Thirty- 
eighth street, and just before the Christ- 
mas holidays was a member of Sidney 
Drew's company. It was during this en- 
gagement that he met Amy XiuXL He fell 
in love with her. She was also a member 
of the company, and they decided to leave 
it at ( hristmas. Since then neither of 
them has been engaged in professional 
work. Bigelow is said to have been offered 
an engagement, but refu.sed to accept it un- 
less she was also engaged. 

Members of the theatrical profession to- 
night assert that the case is a parallel to 
the case ot James Gentry, who shot Madge 
York at Philadelphia a few weeks ago.

Telling Testimony of Liitle 
Nellie, the Only Survivor 
OP THE Family. 



She Is Positive in the Iden-hpi- 

CATION OF THE ACCUSED TAY- 
LOR Brothers. 



CARKOLTON, Mo., March 27.— Ten- 
year-old Nellie Meeks, the only stirvivor of 
the Meeks family of five, who were mur- 
dered on May 10 of last year, is in town 
to testify in the trial of William P, and 
Ceorge Taylor, which began to-day. Nel- 
lie was permitted by her guarilians to 
tell the story of the atrocious cr'mc, this 
afternoon in advance of the time for her 
appearance on the stand. She is positive 
in her identification of the Taylors, saying 
she remembers Bill Taylor, he having" em- 
ployed her father as a bartender, and she 
had seen him many times. She tells how 
the Taylor brothers called for her father at 
Milan, Mo., on the night of the murder, 
and Meeks, his wife and three children 
were bundled into :i \va;'on and started for 
Taylor's farm, eighteen miles .south. 

When within two miles of the Tavlor 
farm, George Taylor got out of the wagon 
and shortly afterward shot and killed 
Meeks and bis wife, and then beat them 
and tbe«ttildreii.over the head with rocks 
and Uieked tbem to death. After commit- 
ting this crime, the Taylors are said to 
have buried the family in a strawstack. 

Nellie was left for dead, but .she heard 
the Taylor brothers converse about the 
murder, she keeping quiet, fearing they 
would kill her. When day broke she went 
to the farmhouse of a Mr. Pierce, where 
she told her story. A long hunt for the 
Taylors was inaugurated, but it was eight 
or nine months before they were captured 
in Arkansas. They had very bad reputa- 
tions previous to the time the Meeks mur- 
ilcr was fastened on them by the story told 
by little Nellie.

PITTSBURG, K.^Ns., March 27.-Charies 
Lee was to-day found guilty of murder in 
the first degree. Sentence was deferred.

Chapman was treasurer of 
a local lodge of the United Workmen and 
was murdered for the lodge money. A 
gang headed by Lee stabbed him twenty- 
eight times, and then tied a rope around 
his neck, choking out what little life re- 
mained. Monday night last Lee tried to 
commit siucide in his cell, but was pro- 
Tented.

WASnTNGTON, D. C, March 27.— The 
report that President Cleveland intends to 
remove (iovernor Hughes is evidently gen- 
erally believed by Arizonians, for the light 
for that place is being made by at least three 
candidates, who are either here in person 
or have friends here in their behalf. 

It is alleged that Mr. Hughes Is not a 
simon-pure Democrat, and he is also 
charged with maladministration of his 
olUce. E.t-Governor Gulick is here seeking 
the appointment, and supporters of Mr. 
Dennis are also actively at work. 

Tlie latest candidate is A. V. Quinn of 
Phoenix, who called on the Presulrni to- 
day. Quinn is a farmer, rustic in appear- 
ance and deportmekit. Hia advent was 
greeted with some merriment, for he con- 
veys the idea that he is a very shrewd 
countryman and cannot be canght by the 
green-goods men or press agents. Not- 
withstanding his watchfulness he was be- 
guiled into a confession that he will win as 
a dark horse. 

H»e President said to him that he 
"understood there was considerable dis- 
satisfaction with Mr. Hughes." Secretary 
Hoke Smith also asked Qninn if he tnougbt 
he could "manage the people down there," 
all of which convinces honest Mr. Quinn 
that he has a cincb on the place. He says 
it will just suit him, as he will "only have 
to work from 10 o'clock till 3 every day 
and have spare time to devote to his per- 
sonal affairs." 

No action as yet has been taken in the 
matter of charges made against (iovernor 
Hughes of Arizona. The papers have not 
yet been sent to the President by Secretary 
Smith, and it is not expected they Will be 
considered for some time. Meanwhile the 
President is hearing hom the other side. 
The friends of Governor Hughes are send- 
ing letters of commendation of his ad- 
ministration and giving him a strong per- 
sonal indorsement. 



IPEISOSMKNT 01 WALTER. 

No Steps Yet Taken by the 
State Department for 
His Release. 



Governor Morrill's Communica- 
tion TO THE President 
Not Received. 



W.\SHINGTOX, P. v.. March 27.-11 
was .said at the White House this after- 
noon that the telegram from Governor 
Morrill of Kansas, asking the President to 
take active measures at once for the pro- 
tection and release of ex-United .States 
Consul Walter, reported to have been un- 
justly imprisoned by the French Govern- 
ment in Madagascar under the sentence of 
a court-martial, had not yet been received 
by tlie President. The State Department 
has no conlirmation of the report from 
United States Consul Weller at Tamatave 
nor from Mr. Campbell, our Consul at 
Mauritius, which is the nearest cable point 
to Madagascar. 

It is probable that the Governor's mes- 
sage may canse the State Department to 
cable to one of these Consuls for an ac- 
count of the affair, instead ot waiting until 
a report comes to hand through the mails 
from this remote point, which, it is 
thought, might be sntlicient in on ordinary 
case, hut woiiM hardly meet the require- 
ments of a case involving the imprison- 
ment of an American citizen. 

Governor Morrill's course in addressing 
himself directly to the President in such a 
matter is said to be unusual, but may per- 
haps be based upon the precedents set by 
the State Department in calling upon the 
(jovernorof Louisiana and the Covcrnor 
of Colorado recently to protect citizens of 
foreign countries within their respective 
States. There seems to be an impression 
based on letters said to have been written 
by Mr. Walter to friends in this country 
as well as to the State Department de- 
nouncins his citizensbip that he has lost 
this citizenship. No such letters have 
been received at the State Department and 
if there was any such communication in a 
private letter it is said that it would carry 
little weight. Mr. Walter has the reputa- 
tion here of being a keen, alert business 
man. He was an excellent consular officer, 
and it is inconceivable to the department 
officials that he would sutrender toIuu- 
tarily his American citizenship,

WASHIKOTON, D. C. March 27.— Or- 
ders have been sent to Hare Island, Cal.,

That country hos 
been in the throes of a revolution for many 
months, and it lias Imm-ii felt desirable to 
have the United States warship at Callao 
to look after American interests. It was 
intended to send the I'nited States steam- 
ship Ranger to that point when she started 
from Mare Idand on her cruise southward, 
but when she reached Buena Ventura, Co- 
lombia, the situation there was so precari- 
ous it was deemed wise to detain the ship 
at that point. 

First Lieutenant C. G. F. Wadsworth ot 
the revenue cutter service has been ordered 
to the revenue cutter Kush at San Fran- 
cisco. First Lieutenant Albert Buhner has 
been assigned to the Bear, also at San 
Francisco. The Rush and Bear, the Cor-

IPOACHMBS KILT. EVERTTHISa. 

There JCay Be Further Complications in 
the Bering Sta Contrueera^. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, March 27.— The 
amendment Senator Mitchell of Oregon in- 
serted in the sundry civil bill may lead to 
some interesting results, and also cause 
further international complications, simi- 
lar to those of the Bering Sea. As a part 
ot the appropriation for the protection of 
the salmon tisheries of Alaska, there is a 
provision that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is authorized to send an inspector to 
investigate and report upon the taking and 
destruction of the eggs of the wild fowl, 
and the alleged wanton destruction of 
game birds, deer, fox and other animals of 
Alaska. 

It is also asked as to what method should 
be taken to prevent such destruction in the 
future. It appears that the (Canadian 
poacher is not content with the destruc- 
tion of seals, but is planning to play havoc 
in the wilds of Alaska, where game birds 
make nests in the summer and rear their 
young. These eggs have been found valu- 
able in the manufacture of certain articles 
and are taken by thou.sands. While the 
poachers are at work they also kill every- 
thing that comes along. There has been a 
perceptible falling off in the number of 
game binls on the I'acihc Coast, and an in- 
vestigation of the causes led to the discov- 
ery that this is due to a new form of i...ai h- 
ing. It is believed by Senator Mitchell 
that the official report on what the people 
of the Pacific Coast have discovered will 
lead to legislation to prevent ftirther 
poaching. 

O.V THB IXCOMB TAX. 

It Is Hejtnrted That the Supreme Court Is 
Erenly IJIvided. 
WASHIXGTON, D. C, March 27.-It is 
reported that the Supreme Court stands 
four to four on the income-tax case. If 
this report is correct the law will stand. 
Justice Field iffvaid to be preparing a dis- 
senting opi nion. 

STM DM A FIBI PLABK. 

Mckinley's Position on the Sil- 
ver Question Is 
Outlined. 



It Is Accurately Expressed in 
THE Platform of the Min- 
neapolis Convention, 



WASHINGTON, D. C, March 27.— 
There has been of late a good deal ot com- 
ment and speculation concerning the po- 
sition of Governor McKinley upon the sil- 
ver question, but it can be stated authori- 
tatively that GovernorMcKinley's attitude 
is accurately expressed by the latest pro- 
nunciamento of the Kepublican party. Its 
plank in the platform adopted at Minne- 
apolis June 10, 1892, said : 

"The American people from tradition 
and interest favor bimetallism and the Re- 
publican party demand the use of both 
gold and silver as a standard money with 
such restriitions ami under some such 
provisions to be determined by legislation 
as will secure the maintenance ot the 
parity of the values of the two metals so 
that the purchasing and debt-paying power 
of the dollar, wheflier of gold or silver or 
paper, shall he at all times equal. 

"The interests of the producers of the 
country, its farmers and workingmen, de- 
mand that every oollar, paper or coin, 
issued by the Government shall be as good 
as a!iy other. We commend the wise anu 
patriotic steps already taken by our Gov- 
ernment to secure an international con- 
ference to adopt such measures as will in- 
sure a parity of value between gold and 
silver for use as money throughout the 
world." _ 

THVRSTOX'S BBJPABTVltB. 

He Will ristt yein England Before Be- 
turnilig fo Hatraii. 

WASHINGTON", D. C, March 27.— No- 
tification has been sent by Minister Thurs- 
ton to the State Department of his inten- 
tion to leave the country, and bis designa- 
tion of Secretary Hastings as charge 
d'affaires of Hawaii. Hereafter Hastings 
will be recognized as Hawaii's diplomatic 
representative until a notice of selection of 
a new Minister is received. 

MinistcrThiirston goes first to New York 
and then to New llngland on private busi- 
ness, thence to Chicago and San Francisco 
in time to take the boat for Honolulu on 
April 4. The State Department and Ha- 
waiian legation are anxiously awaiting the 
arrival of the steamer Aiutralia, due at San 
Francisco to-day,, as it brings the first news 
from the islands since Minister Willis re- 
.ceived instructions to ask for the recall of 
Thurston. 

It Is expected that the steamer will bring 
either a dire(?t rejily from the Dole Govern- 
ment, or a request for further information 
from its Minister. In any event the Min- 
ister's plan of departure will not he varied. 
Thurston departed at 3:15 P. V. He heard 
nothing from Hawaii concerning his recall 
up to the time of leaving. 

It is said that if President Dole does not 
appoint Thur.ston's successor within a rea 
sonable period. Minister Willis will be 
transferred to Tokio, displacing Mr. Dunn, 
a hold-over Republican. 

JlETlJtyiytl TO rESEZXTBI,A. 

Countries Which Withdrew Ministers to 
Setid Them Back. 
W^ASHINGTON, D. C, March 27.— 
Advices received here state that Germany 
has sent a new Minister to Venezuela who 
recently passed through New York en 
route to his ndw post. This is regarded as 
the first step toward the adjustment of *tbe 
trouble arising over the departure from 
Veneztiela of the Ministers of Spain, Ger- 
many, France and Helgium, because they 
united in a communication to their Gov- 
ernment rellecting on the President and 
otiiccrs of Venezuela. 

The subject has been watched with inter- 
est by the State Department, owing to the 
part taken in the boundanr contest between 
Venezuela and Great Bntain. Minister 
Andrade of Venezuela, one of the Vene- 
zuelan Claim Commission, has given notice 
of a dissenting opinion from the award of 
the commission made yesterday. It will 
not vary Venezuela's purpose to pay the 
award according to the finding of the ma- 
jority of the commission. The Congress 
of that country is in session, and it is ex- 
pected the first installment of the award 
wUl be included in the budget this year. 
The treaty provides that the award is to 
be paid in five installments of $28,300 each.

In the first place his adtice that an im- 
mediate appeal should he made to the 
country was disregarded, and his claiip to 
lead the House of Commons was denied. 
It is customary for the Minister of Justice, 
which portfolio he holds, to lead; owing 
to his youth and jealousy of older mem- 
bers the leadership was given to Mr. 
Foster, Minister qj Fiaaace. 

The leader of the House Has Uii " first 
claim to the nremiership, and as Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell is an old man Sir Charles 
Tapper is an.vious to have the right of 
succession. " 

In addition to these definite facts there 
is a very pronounced rumor to the effci t 
that Finance Minister Foster and Mr. 
CUi* Wallace, the Controller of Customs, 
will also remgn. Should this prove true 
it means that the Fnnch Catholics will 
have a preponderance of power ia tiie 
Cabinet, a thing that Ontario will not 
agree to. Those best posted predict 
trouble for the Bowell Cabinet.

Prince Bismarck met bis Tisitors oa the 
threshold of his castle, greeting them 
warmly. At luncheon Prince Henry of 
I'russia proposed the health of Prince 
Bismarck, adding: "May God still lon^;

Prince Bismarck does not seem to be any 
the worse for the fatittues which he has en- 
dured during the past three days. Tlie 
visit of Prince Henry of Pmssia was quite 
uuexpected. .

Prince Hohenlohe presented Prince Bis- 
marck with a joint letterof congratulation 
from the Federal Council aii'l the Triissian 
-Ministry. The Priur.'. ui'ter iiersmnilly 
thanking Prince lluheulohr and askinx 
him to convey to the Federal Council and 
Prussian Ministry his warmest thauks for 
their kind message, added: "It was al- 
ways a pleasure to me to work with yon, 
and 1 am the more pleased that yon, as 
Chancellor, should be the bearer of the 
congratulations."

The Holy Inqnliiitlon. 

The Holy Inquisition was established in 
1208 by Pope Innocent III in Ijiuguepoc 
for the suppression of the Albigcnses and 
Troubadours. From its establishment in 
Spain, Hve and twenty years later, it ra[>- 
idly spread all over the Continent. It gave 
the deathblow to the Knights Templar; in 
1481 it drove the Jews out of Spain. At this 
time the famous Tori}iiemada was Grand 
Inquisitor. He was a short, stout man, lit- 
tle sn^Kcstive in appearance of a bigot. It 
is possible that his ravages are exaggerated, 
but even when we allow for error in this re- 
spect, the number of persons who were put 
to death under tiia inqnisitorship is enor- 
mous. His harshness was so nnbeiuling 
and his punishments so rigorous that he 
was several times obliged to account for his 
conduct to the Pope. 

Throughout the long, bloody record of 
the Santa Hemandad there in no trace of 
any redeeming action. It was established 
to root out heresy, and with terrible 
earnestness it did its work. The Inquisi- 
tion was omnipresent; it followed in the 
wake of the Conquistadores into Peru and 
Mexico; it descended upon the imhappv 
Netherlands in the van .of the Duke "tif 
Alva. In the reign of Philip II the Imiui- 
sitiqn reached the summit of Its power, 
for it had become a recognized Spanish in- 
stitution, and the people were no more 
shocked at an auto da fe than at a buU- 
nzht. But with the growth of civilitation 
the Inquisition declined. It continued to 
linger on, but It was onlv a shadow; and 
when the soldiers of Napoleon entered the 
I inquisitorial prison they found few prison- 
ers to liberate. The rack and whert bad 
grown rusty, the cords iad pulleys were 
rotting on the beam. 

Poe^ terrible^ nightmare tale of the 
torture by the pendulum is centuries be- 
hind its time: the pendulum was there, 
but the knife was blunt and dull and the 
mechanism was broken and useless. An 
attempt was made to re-establish the In- 

Jiuisitfon in 1814. and many persona were 
mprisoned; but rhe time for even the 
mummery of persecution was cast. The 
people broke out into revolt, burned the 
prisons and drove away the temUillts. In 
1820 the Holy Inquisition was blotted Out. 
— Chambers' Journal. 



VirToIiI.\, P..C., March 27.— Yokohama 
advices to Man li 1'-' by the steamship Ta- 
coma are: The reason why Japan is for the 
first time hopeful with regaid to China's 
overtures for peace can now be explained. 

By means of indirect oorreapondenoe 
through tbe legations of the United States 
in Tokio and Peking it was discovered that 
the reluctance of the Chinese Emperor to 
confer full power on an Embassador was 
causetl by his vlread that the Ja]>anese con- 
ditiims of i)eace would lie overwhelmingly 
o)'prt'ssive, and that it wduUI therefore be 
unsafe to authorize any delegate to discuss 
thera on his own responsibility. With a 
genuine desire to facilitate progress the 
Japanese Government decided shortly after 
the departure of the nnaecieptable messen- 
gers — Chang and Sliao— to waive a point 
which they had previously maintained 
with firmness and to relieve their adver- 
sary of the worst of his apprehen.sions by 
communicating an outline of the terms to 
be exacted. This was done also through 
the medium of the American legaiions, 
with the result that Li Hung Ohang was 
immediately designated to act as Embas- 
sador, and the strongest assnnmces were 
given to Mr. Denby that on this occasion 
the credentials should be satisfactory in 
every particular. 

It is not uncierstood that Japan's pur- 
poses have lieeu disclosed minutely. 
Enough has been imparted to show that' 
China need not fear absolute degradation 
or the imposition of intolerable burdens, 
and the' details will remain open to dis- 
cussion. 

Reports from the scene of military act- 
I ivity in Maucburia are still confnsed and 
! contradictory, but it is now ascertained 
; that the capture of old New Chwang was 
effected by the army corps of Lieutenant- 
iTcueral Nodzu, consisting of the Third 
ami Fifth divisions. The former of these 
on leaving Hai Cheng marched northward 
i toward Liao Yang for about twenty miles 
and then turned back by another road 
leading to New Chwang. Outside the walls 
of the city this body was joined by the 
Fifth division, and the jilace was carried 
either on (he 4th or 5th of .M.irch. 

On March 7, Lieutenant-' ieiu'ral Yamaji 
marched into Yin Kow (c:dled New 
Chwang by its foreign residenisi with tlje 
I'irst Division and took possession with 
scarcely a show of opposition. Guards 
were jiosted anmnd the alien .quarters and 
arrangements made for the complete pro- 
tection of Americans and Europeans, to 
the warmly expressed satisfaction of the 
Consular officials. Two days later a brigade 
of the Third Division ioi-ied the first in an 
assault upon Ting Chwang Tai. a heavily 
fortiticd fort on the western bank of the 
Liao Kiver, to which all the defeated 
Chinese troops had betaken themselves. 
The stream was frosen,fo that no difficulty 
in crossing was experienced, and after a 
battle lasting from 7 in the morning till 
10:30 o'clock, the defenders were driven 
out in disorder, leaving aOOO dead behind 
them. Tbe Japanese losses were ninety- 
eight killed and wounded. Immense stores 
of war material were seized. 

Lieutenant-General Xodzu lias been pro- 
moted to the rank of general, or, as it is 
called by many, held marshal.

Should the engine, as iu the past, 
be the tirst ixiint of attack, then the crew 
and passengers (armed) have the advan- 
tage of being between the forces of robbers 
and, with every probability, can throw the 
greater number in the fight, and. Napoleon- 
Uke, repulse or defeat in detail. Under the 
present order of things, the crime of 
"holding up" trains has become one of al- 
most daily or weekly occurrence. And 
why? Because two, three or four men can 
successfully effect it, and the ill-gotten gain- 
are large. Render tbe act one more ditlis 
cult and dangerous of accomplishment, 
and the attempts will be less frequent. It 
matters not how invulnerable the aar,.so 
long as it reiuains in the train near the en- 
gine it will offer but slightresistsnce to the 
robber and his stick (tf dfiiamtte.— Nortb 
American Review.

Anjr One in Want of Such a Thing Should 
Bonr ITp and Bay. 

Any one wanting a monolith, the biggest 
in the world, can get it of Frederick Pren- 
tiss, who is at the Grand Pacific. Mr. Pren- 
tiss quarried this monolith for the Wiscon- 
sin World's Fair Commissioners. It was 
to be put up at the Exposition. It cost 
Mr. Prentiss $16,G0O to get it ready to be 
lifted from its bed. It never saw 
the World's Fair, and Mr. Prentiss 
never saw his money. The stone is 
brown sandstone and is 115 feet long, 
10 feet 6 inches at the hue and 4 fieet 6 
inches at the top. 

^Vhen the World's FahJOoBMnissioners 
found .jui they could not move the big 
stone they asl^ Mr. Prentiss to give them 
four monolitm 2Sfect high. This he did. 
They were brought to the fair and put up. 
They were not paid for, Mr. Prentiss savs. 
He hy-, therefore, one huge monolith "in 
his possession and a claimdn four medium 
si/ed monoliths. John Wannamaker 
wrote Mr. Prentiss not long ago and asked 
bow much it would cost to move the stone 
to Philadelphia, where, it was thought, it 
would make a fitting monument to O. W. 
Childs. The cost of transpor'atinn was 
placed at {100,000. The correspondeiu e 
ceased. A Chicago man named Cleveland 
has been making inquiries about the stone 
and the cost of getting it to this city. He 
did not disclose what he wanlrd to do with 
with the big thing.- < hi i-.. i i iiaine. 

How (o Repel Train Hol)l)eri. 
It may safely be assumed that the "point 
of attack" is the engine and then the ex- 
press car. Why then not separate as much 
as possible by 'putting the express car the 
last in the train? Have alarm bells in 
each coach and sleeper, which can be rung 
by the express messenger when he is di- 
rected or requested, at this unusual time 
and place, to open the door of the car.

"Just when you think you have learned 
to know the Chinaman," says a missionary 
in China, "you suddenly find it necessary 
to modify half of what you have learned 
and disc»d the other half." The difficult 
of knowing the Chinese in their own 
homes is well described in Kev. Arthur 
Smith's book, "Chinese Characteristics," 
brought out a couple of years ago. 

One of their characteristics tiiat almost 
explains all the others is their belief in 
themselves. Like the character in Rich- 
ter's novel, if a Chinaman knew anything 
about tbe lirst meridian he would assume 
that is ran tliroui:h his own skull, lie 
believes in his province simiily because he 
lives in it, but he haa no interest in China 
outside of his province. 

A inan in China is a part of a gigantic 
machine, a mere cog in one of many 
wheels. .\ Chinese family is like a hill of 
potatoes; one cannot get any of them 
without a process by which all are brought 
to view. In China, private houses are sur- 
rounded by a wall and have no windows 
looking on the street. Ifevertheless, there 
is no domestic privacy in China. 

No one tliinks of objecting to the en- 
trance of perfect strangers through the 
ever-open door. To close the door would 
provoke the inquiry, "AVIiat is going on 
within that they are afraid to have every 
one see and hear'.'" .\n.l fn.tn that mo- 
ment the .social doom of that luniily would 
be sealed. 

The occidental question to an intruder 
would be, "What business have you here ?" 
The oriental reply would be, "What busi- 
ness have you to keep me out?" The Chi- 
nese adage covcriae wis maHer is, "if you 
would not have it Icnown that you do it, 
do not do it." 

Economy is one of the greatest virtues 
in China, though the Chinese do not 
reckon it so much a virtue a« :in ordinance 
of nature. This tiait is also sliown in the 
gathering of fuel. Not a u ee 1 is left ia the 
fields. Boys beat oS the autumnal leaves 
with clubs as if they were el.estnuts, and 
even straws are scarcely allowed leisure to 
show which way the wind blows. 

When a Chinaman presents a compli- 
mentary inscription to a friend he jiastes it 
on a siik bucking instead of gluing it, so 
that his friend may remove the inscription 
and use the silk. In many parts of China 
the children wear no clothes for many 
months in the year. Wheels are never 
greased, and the majority of the people 
never wash. 

"Do you wash your child every day?" 
a Chinese mother was asked. "Wash him 
every day ?" was the indignant rpsponse. 
"He was never washed since he was born." 
A soapdealer who should open an agency 
in China would lose money. 

One difficulty, however, in describing 
Chinese characteristics is the fact that 
there are many races and families of 
peoples, all of which are loosely known as 
ChinesCj and each of which has its own 
distinctive eharaoterlsttca.— New York Tri- 
bune. 

Tape Tyranny in France. 

British red-tapeism is bad to beat, but 
the record just now is with Paris. There 
the front of the Ecole des Bcau.x Arts is 
adorned with a statue of Puget, the once- 
famous tenor. Four years ago a passer-by 
made the discovery tb at the statue's nose 
had come oB. He called the attention of the 
policeman on duty to the fact. The police- 
man reported to his briu-ad ier, n ho re]iOrted 
to the commissary of il-.e nuarier, who re- 
ported to the Prefecture of Police. Tbe 
Prefecture of Police decided that the nose 
had dropped off the statue and had not 
been maliciously knocked off; the matter, 
therefore, concerned the Prefecture of the 
Seine. It was then August, 1891. I u Oc- 
tober a committee of three was appointed 
to decide which department had to put the 
nose on again. The committee inspected 
the statue in January, 1892, and reported 
in December that they were unable to re- 
port.

SctcntlHc Skunk-I{al«lnr. 

A letter from Kokomo, Ind., to the In- 
dianapolis Jonrnal says the skunk-farming 
industry has been re-established in Porter 
County by Messrs. Harbrecht (t Seivert, a 
mile north of the town of Porter, near the 
banks of the Little Calumet River. Speak- 
ing of the business one of the proprietors 
says : 

"The skunks are confined in an in- 
closure of several acres, a woven wire fence, 
resting on a wall of masonry three feet 
under ground, the latter to keep the ani- 
mals from burrowing out. In the in- 
dosure boxes are placed under ground. 
These are sectioned oft into sUlls for the 
females to breed in separately and care for 
their young, the apartments being pro- 
vided with straw for bedding. Skunks are 
easily cared for and thrive on almost any 
kind of food. They prefer offal and eat all 
kinds of animal matter. They breed very 
rapidly, having two litters every summer 
of from four to twelve each. We started 
with fifty-three females and live males. 
All surplus males are killed off as soon as 
they attain tlieir full growth, bkunks 
raised in captivity are as tame and playful 
as kittens, and are handled with impnnity 
by their keepers. Wild ones were cap- 
tured for starting the industry. The ani- 
mals mate in February, 'fhe furs of 
domesticated skunks are much finer than 
those of wild ones, and are not mutilated 
by trapping and Bhooting. Thev mature 
in ten months. A skunk when full grown 
will yield a quart and a lia If of oil, which 
sells for $3 a gallon, and the hides sell at 
50 cents to $1 7.'-, each." 

Messrs. Harbrecht and Seivert expect to 
increase the business until the annual kill 
rcMhes 9000 skonki.

MADRID, f!pAi!5, March 27.— In the 
Senate to-day Henor Castillo, President of 
the Council of Ministers, asked support 
for the new Ministry. He read a dispatch 
from the Spanish Consul at Costa Kica, 
annonnoing the departtne of a filibuster- 
ing expeditloa, commanded by Oeneral 
Masso, the Cuban revolutionist, for Cuba. 

Senor Castillo added that a detachment 
of Spanish troops at Compechuela, Cuba, 
had been obliged to retreat, and that the 
commanding officer was to be tried by 
court-martial. 

In conclusion the Minister said that the 
Government, in addition to the re^enforce- 
ments now being sent to Cuba, was :le- 
termined to lend the Governor of Cuba 
assistance in every possible way in order 
to stifle the revolution. 

The Senate passed a resolution express- 
in); satisfaction with the energetic attf- 
tudc of the I iovernment in regard to the 
troubles in Cuba. 

In the Chamber of Deputies this after- 
noon Senor Castillo announced that 
Marshal CampOB would leave Spain for 
Cuba Aj.ril 2 in order to take supreme 
command of the Spanish forces there.

Sjiamtah Sentries Kill a Sc am m n of a 
Urllish fthiit. 
B.\T.TI>rORB. March L'7.— .\t 2 .i. M. on 
March 19 Spanish sentries murderously 
shot and killed a seamat^ of the British 
ship Laurestina and badly wounded a 
Cuban nsgro at St Jago, Cuba. The Brit- 
ish Qovemment is investigating, and com- 
plications between England and Spain may 
result. 

The Laurestina arrived here this after- 
noon from St. Jago. Her officers stated 
that the murdered seaman was John Lowe, 
aged .'>,'>. a resident of Leeds, Bnglaikl, who 
shipped at Cardiff, Wales. 

On the night of March 18 the crew went 
ashore, and after a stiuU started to retnrn 
to the ship. When nearly there Lowe 
started back to St. Jago in company with a 
Cuban negro. En route they bad to pass a 
Cuban fort garrisoned by Spanish troops. 
Suddenly a sentinel sprang out of the 
darkness and in Spanish commanded them 
to halt. 

liOwe did not understand the command, 
and started to hurry away. The next in- 
stant the sentinel lired. Lowe dropped 
down a corpse. The negro then started to 
mn. . He, too, was shot and nwrtaliy 
wounded. The dead man and wounded 
negro were carried inside fhe fort. 

At daybreak Captain Gavin of the Laures- 
tina went to the fort and demamled the 
1kk1>' of ttie man. This demand was re- 
fu.sed. and he has made a formal com- 
plaint to the British (iovernment. An in- 
vestigation is to be made.

-A 
special from Tampa says: Havana pas- 
sengers by the Olivette bring the rumor 
that the insurgents have taken possession 
of Bayano and .Ma;i/auillo, repulsing 
Colonel Santocilde's troops at Manzanillo 
with heavy loss. A Cuban general says 
every item of war news is almost iden- 
tically the same in every paper published 
in Havana. The uniformity is astonish- 
ing to an American, but he says it is ob- 
tained in this way: 

When the captain-general desires to 
give any information about the insurrec- 
tion he notifies the newspaper offices. 
Reporters are at oi,re sent to the palace 
and, seated at a long table, they write at 
the dictation of a Government oflicial. 
Nothing but this official news is allowed 
published by the Government In Havana, 
he says. 

The Cubans deny the rumor that this is 
a race war. Conscription of Cubans for 

military duty is lieing advocated by tbe 
Spanish officers, and it is btdieved such a 
move will soon be made. About twenty- 
tive have arrived here from Havana, antic- 
ipating such a movement. Their parents 
are anxious to have them escape such uii- 
welcunie serv ice. Some of them say they 
hope to make their way into the Cubaii 
lines from this country, but they have no 
desire to bear arms for Spain. 

There are about twenty . schooners fit- 
ting out here, ostensibly for the sponge 
banks, but it is not believed that this is the 
destination of all of them. 

-Members of the Aurora and P ro g re s s 
clubs, two negro organizations of Puerto 
Principe, paraded through the ))ublic 
streets, after which they sent word to the 
(Tovernor of the province that they would 
help tight the insurgents if called on to do 
so. Hundreds of negroes have niado simi- 
lar offers of flieir senrices to the Ootem- 
mcut.

Tliere lias recently arrived in San Fran- 
cisco, after two years' wurk in Europe, one

'•Chris" Jorgensen. ISince liis return he 
has fitted up what is now probably one of 
prettiest ptudios in to.wn; From Genoa, 
Flor«nee, Milan and Maples' there are 
studies- scattered around the place. Cos- 
tumes, from all these cities, fishermen's 
nets, swords; masks, oars., palms and jars, 
sliow against a sepia background and make 
the effect comjiletely strong. 

When the Hoi>kins Art School first be- 
gan Mr. Jorgensen was a pupil, and for 
twenty-five years he has Worked with a 
view to the . streAgthening of California 
art. With what success may be best de- 
termined by the work of the man bimself. 

Personally. Mr. Jorgensen is small, very 
alert and keenly artistic :n liis manner- 
isms. This iloes not mcuM li.at he has 
long hair or that hi aff<i :~ art luauner- 
istns, but t hat Ills ^^ Ih aii^'ifi shows the 
btreiijitli o; his [.uri ' -i , wi.iio his work 
shows the strength ol the man.

Maggie Kasseil, cliarged with the murder 
of her husband Thomas llussell was on 
trial before Judge Belcher's court yester- 
day.

Assassins Who Are Awaitino 
Death in San Quentin 
Prison. 



TRAITS OF THE CONDEMNED. 



Most of Them Do Not Believe 
They Will Ever Mount 

THE GaIXCWS. 



There are at present no less than seven 
men on Murderers' Row in San Quentin 

prison— an unusual number in any jail — 
and all of them arc lx>oked for the great 
beyond by way of tiie gallows and the 
rope. With the exception of Patrick Col- 
lins, the wife murderer, not one of them 
admits the belief that he will be hanged. 
Hope springs eternal in the breasts of the 
condemned who stand on the threshold of 
death, but have not been forced over the 
fatal line. Those who are now in San 
t^iemin hope for reprieves, n niiiiniatioiis, 
new trials, pardons and all sorts of irn- 
jiroliable contingencies. Kven Fremont 
Smith, the Colusa murderer, who aj peiirs 
to be the most hardened of the lot, and as- 
sumes a careless and jaunty air, does not 
at heart believe that death on the gallows 
will be his end. 

Patrick Collins is sullen and silent, and 
appears the very embodiment of despair. 
He was seen in his cell yesterday, where 
he lay 0:1 his bunk wrapped in lil.inkets 
with a prayer-book clasped in his hands. 
He has taken to n'ligion with a fervor that 
is almost dncooceivable. If he si>eaks at 
all it is on the subject of religion. When 
asked how he felt yesterday he simply 
answered by a grtint of annoyance, and 
turned his face to the wall. The date of 
his banging is set for Mav ti. 

Pico Morasco, the murderer from Solano, 
who is under sentence to be hanged April 
n, is the extreme opposite of Collins. He 
is as voluble in conversation as a sewing 
circle at tea, and when lie is once per- 
mitted to o|ien the narrative ot his mur- 
derous exploits he never slops until his 
auditors leave liiin and fiass beyond hear- 
ing distance. He is an Italian who is 
painfully ilclicieiit in English, and his 
raj. id liaraiigues cannot be understood by 
any one save an exjiert linguist who is 
familiar with his dialect. 

"Me no hang, nevah," he said yesterday. 
"I killa da mart because he wanta killa me. 
My countrymen, Italians, getta me out 
b amliy. ' 

A petition to the Governor praying for 
commutation is now bein^ circulated by a 
number of influential Italians, who hope to 
have Morasco's sentence changed from 
death to "life." 

A most touchine and pathetic case is 
that of William I,eary, from Monterey, 
w ho was sentenced to be hanged on the 
2tth instant, but has been reprieved for 
twelve ilays. The condemned man is 75 
years old, palsied, white-haired and gray- 
hearded. Trouble and old age have so 
alllicted his memory that he cannot now 
remember the name of the man he killed. 
When asked about his case and condition 
yesterday he said in a tremulous tone: 

"Surely, .sir, I do not think they will 
hang me. I killed that man in defense of 
niy home and my family. His name— oli I 
I can't iust remember it. But he deserved 
to be ki"lled. 

"I am one of the earliest pioneers of Cal- 
ifornia," he continued. "I landed at Sau- 
salito from the Sandwich Islands in IMO. 
1 helped to build the first flourand saw- 
mill at BodcLra, Sonoma County, and was 
afterward one of General Kearny's trusted 
men. Look! Here is a badge that General 
Kearny pinned on my coat." 

As he spoke he pointed to a soiled and 
much worn ribbon of uncertain color that 
was fastened to the lapel of his coat. 

lycary is a very miiet j.ri-ouer and gives 
the prison otlicials no trouijle. He spends 
most of his waking hours over a well-worn 
prayer-book and in pious meditation. If 
this aged man, now in his second child- 
hood, is taken to the gallows it will he a 
sad and a shocking sicrlit. 

Fremont Smith, the Colusa murderer, 
and Amelio Garcia, the San Bernardino 
assassin, oecnpy the same cell on Murder- 
ers' How and are well mated. Both of 
them appear to he utterly <levoid of senti- 
ment and sympathy and are indifferent to 
their fate. Smith was accused of killing 
two tishernien, who were known only as 
Charlie and Dolph, and who had occupied 
a cabin together with Smith a siiort dis- 
tance from Colusa. Their dead bodies 
were found in the Sacramento River. 
Smith was arrested at Collintvillp three 
days later. He had with him a number of 
articles of personal property, some of 
which were known to have belonged to the 
murdereil fishermen. Smith was tried and 
convi( ti ll and isnowimder sentence to be 

hanged .luue 7. 

"Idon'tcarea how soon they hang 

me," said Smith, with a careless laugh, 
yesterdav. "I never did have a pood time 
here in this world. Perhaps I'll get some- 
thing better in the other countrv wlicre 
I'm booked to go. l!ut 1 ain't hanged yet, 
not by a good deal. .Vbout my case and 
trial? Well, now, there ain't no sort of 
use in talking about that. There wasn't 
any direct evidence against me. I was ar- 
rested because I had worked hard and liad 
got together too mnch personal property, 
I had too many traps of all sort in mv pos- 
session, that was all. The moral of that 
is that a man shouldn't work too hard and 
shouldn't save anything," he added, wiili 
a peal of boisterous laughter, which souniled 
as .appropriate as a strain of jig music 
played in a morgue. 

Amelio Garcia. Smith's cellmate, is the 
wicked young Mexican who so brutally 
murdered James Onilminot without provo- 
cation at San Bernardino on the 20th of 
last October.

The 
victim was stabbed to death by deep knife 
thrusts between the shoulder blades and 
in the neck, after which his jnglar vein 
was l ilt, (iarcia, his hands covered with 
his victim's lifeblood. imniediatcly joined 
some of his boon companions ami boasted 
of his crime. Guilininot was a feehle old 
man who was thus brutally slain because 
he possessed nothing which Garcia thought 
worth stealing. He is under sentence to 
be hanged June 5. 

"How do you like the prospect of being 
hanged untu yon am dead?" Gaioia was 
asked. 

"I no care— Garamba! What good? 
One man no die more as one time," he re- 
plied, showing two rows of very white and 
very sharp teeth. 

"That's my pardner? Bet your life he's 
game like me !'' exclaimed Smith, with a 
slap of his hand on Garcia's shoulder. 

Anthony Azoff, the slayer of Detective 
Len Hams, is a star boarder on Murderer's 
Row. He Is tinder sentence to pay the 
death penalty on May 7th next, but he does 
not believe he will be hanged. He says 
that he has influential friends in this State 
and in the East and hopes to be com- 
muted to life imprisonment. He is cheer- 
ful and peaceable at all times and likes to 
talk about everything except himself and 
the crime he committed. 

For some unaccountable reason the pub- 
lic at large have been led to believe that 
Azoff is a raw and ignorant Russian, whose 
mind is dead to ail thiiiL's except an in- 
liorii spirit of nihilism. Tliis is all wrong. 
Anthony Azoff is an American by birth, is 
descended from old Virginia stc>ck, and is 
Xiossessed of more than ordinary intelli- 
gence. The walls of his cell are decorated 
with a number of curios made of paper by 
Azoff'.i hands. There are birds, basket.s, 
flowers, pendants and a number of grotes- 
que pencil sketches. A ball of rolled tin- 
foil suspended by a string like a pendulum 
and set in motion now and then by a blow 
of the hand serves Azefi to pass away his 



leisure hours in guessing the time of day 
by counting the swings of the pendulum. 
On the wall above bis bank he has printed 
in large letters the following motto : 

What netd have I to fMr so soon to die? 

'I'ls bin n Iif< linie, and the end is nlgb. . 

"li I must hang what use is there to cry 
abotit it?" he remarked, with a cheerful 
smile. "A sudden drop, a moment's 
struggle, and all is over." 

William M. Fredericks, who murdered 
Herrick in this city, and whose sentence 
of death has been confirmed by the Su- 
preme Court, is at present in the prison 
ho'-pital. John McNulty is his nurse. He 
will he brought back tO the trial court and 
resenteuceii within a few days. His ac- 
tions at times are those of an insane man, 
but the prison officials are of the opinion 
that he is malingering. At present, how- 
ever, he is seriously ill with the grip, 
and it is possible that he will not live to be 
either resentenced or hanged.

PLEDGE YOTTB B flPFOBT. 

Shippers who want to hdp themselves 
and California and lend encouragement to 
the San Joaquin Valley Railroad are now 
given an opportunity to do so. 

Elsewhere in this issue we announce a 
plan whereby this may be done. The Call 
will present to the shippers of the San 
Joaquin and Santa Clara valleys and to 
the merchants of San Francisco, Oakland 
and the other cities touched by the road 
a pledge, by the signing of which they 
will agree to ship over the new road for a 
term of five years, at rates as low as or 
lower than those now charged. These 
signatnres will constitute a roll of honor, 
which the Call will publis^h. The names 
of those who fear injury from such pub- 
lication will he withheld. The statistical 
information thns secured will be of great 
value to the promoters of the new railroad, 
and will deiiu'ii-trate the wisdom f.f an 
investment iu the shares of tlie company. 

Here is an opportunity for men to show 
manhood and patriotism. Every shipper 
who signs this pledge places himself on 
the roll of those who want to see Calif omia 
free and prosperous. 

SAN JOS E'S PEOP OSITIQg. 

The showing made by the representa- 
tives of San Jose in favor of a route for the 
San Joaquin Valley Railroad through 
Santa Clara County will be a liint to 
Stockton that a very able and enterprising 
competitor is in the tield, armed with 
arguments that must serve to put i-^tockton 
on its mettle. These arguments were re- 
ported in the Cai.1. of yesterday. In brief 
they were that $148,000 has been already 
subscribed, and that 9300,000 ootild be as- 
sured; that Santa Clara County alone can 
furnish produce to load a di^ly train of 
twenty-five cars without including in- 
coming freight and the local shipments 
from outside towns; that at least 75 per 
cent of the rigliiof way will be donated ; 
that although the county has been devel- 
oped to a remarkable degree, its industries 
are as yet only In their infancy, and that 
within three to five years, judging future 
development by the experience of the past, 
the production of the county will be 
doubled, possibly quadrupled; that a 
delay in the roiistruction of a road will 
increase the difficulty of securing a right 
of way; that the selection of China Basin, 
San Francisco, for a terminus makes the 
San Jose route the e.isv and natural choice ; 
that in the event of running a line down the 
coast from San Francisco to Santa Cruz the 
terminal fscilities at China Basin -will 
serve for it as well as for the San Jose line ; 
that by reason of the comparatively dense 
population of Santa Clara County the pas- 
se n;?cr traffic will be heavy; that the 
county attaches no conditions to its sub- 
scription, other than that the road diall 
traverse it. 

In addition to these matters, attention 
was called to the fact that the Fresno and 
Monterey road, with all its contracts, right 
of way and other privileges, can be bought 
for a reasonable sum, and that its connec- 
tion at Fresno with the San Joaquin Valley 
road would be an important consideration 
in a transcontinental project, which the 
Santa Fe Company is doubtless willing to 
support. 

This is a very important showing, and 
with regard to the assertions concerning 
tbe volimie of trafiSc that may be now 
secnred the committee supported them 
with figures. Nor did they leave ont of 
the account such evidences of thrift, pros- 
perity and enterprise as are observable in 
the high perfection to which horticulture 
has been carried in the county, in the per- 
fect order in which the roads are kept, in 
the beauty of the cities and towns of the 
valley, and in the pride which the people 
take in utilizing to the fullest extent within 
their power all the wonderful natural ad- 
vantages and beauties with which tbe 
county has been blessed. 

Altogether the showing is averystronc- 
one, and it has been made by earnest and 
intelligent men. No doubt Stockton will 
read the report of the meeting with great 
interest and profit and will strive earnestly 
to offer even stronger inducements. Thus 
a friendly rivalry is established ; and while 
it will be conducted on manly and gener- 
ous lines, each of the parties to it wiU 
appreciate the vital interests that are in- 
volved in the struggle. If San Jose wins 
the fight it will still have such advantage 
as may Jome from its being on tbe main 
overland passenger route of the Southern 
Pacific when the line from San Luis Obispo 
to Santa Barbara shall have been com- 
pleted. Stockton already has both the 
Southern Pacific and the Sacramento River 
to haul its prodncts to the ocean. It is 
evident to both cities, however, that the 
one which secures the valley road vrill 
quickly double its importance, and that 
the owners of its real estate will soon see 
the value of their holdings doubled. It is 
largely for these inen to sliow the true 
spirit of enterprise anil <lemi.instrate their 
right to tbe benefits which come from its 
exercise. 

The Call urges most strenuously that 
both roads be built. Both are needed; 
either would accomplish as much good as 
the other, and together they would more 
than double the benefits of either.. Let the 
iron be struck while it is hot. Let the 
latent w-ealih 'of these two splendid sec- 
tions be coined into di'Hars and poured 
into the fimd of th- Siat.-'s '..roiperity. 



THE JAPA HE8B ITO EMIITT. 

While England and Bnsria may be 
deeply concerned in the demands for ter- 
ritory which Japan may make upon China, 
our interest in the treaty of peace vrill be 

centered almost wholly upon the amount 
of money indemnity demanded and the 
settlement of the question whether it is to 
be paid in silvefor gold. If it is to be paid 
in the white metal, our silver miners will 
have a better market for their product, but 
If it is demanded in gold, « new pressure 
will be pntnptm onr financial system and 
the monetary ctUAa Will be rendered more 
acute than ever. 

It is reported that the indemnity to be 
demanded will be about f25(),000,CiOO. This 
sum, however, may be increased if for any 
reason Japan is induced to yield any por- 
tion of her demand for Chinese territory. 
Even the sum stated, however, is a large 
one when oompnted on the basis of the 
value of money in the Orient. It would be 
more difBcuit for China to pay that 
amount than fox the United iStates to pay 
^1 ,000,000,000, and whether demanded in 
silver or gold, she will have to borrow it 
from other countries. The United States 
will, in probability, furnish the greater 
portion of the bullion, no matter which 
metal is demanded, and our interest in 
tbe question, therefore, is almost as direct 
as that of the parties to the treaty. 

It has been asserted by some financial 
authorities that the indemnity would be 
more profitable to Japan as well as easier 
for China if J :ud in silver rather than in 
gold. If the Japanese can be convinced of 
the truth of that theory it will be to our 



advantage, and perhaps to the world gen- 
erally, by advancing the price of silver. At 
any rate it appears that Japan has it in ner 
power to materially affect the whole civil- 
ized world, since it seems to be certain that 
a persistency on her part in demanding 
gold, would so increase the price of that 
metal as to precipitate a return to bi- 
metallism as tbe only means of escaping a 
universal financial {tanic. 



THE OALL AlfB THE EXAHIHEB. 

While the publication in the C.ill yester- 
day of a long editorial from the Kj-aminer 
was something of a departure from conven- 
tional journalism, it was in strict accord- 
ance vrith the policy which the Call has 
formulated for itself and intends to^ursue 
steadfastly. 

AVe aim to work in harmony with all 
who are endeavoring to advance the wel- 
fare of the State. We aim, moreover, to 
rejirodijce in nor columns extracts from 
our contemiiorarius sutlicient to make our 
readers acquainted with the drift of public 
sentiment on all subjects of current in- 
terest. In carrying out this aim we would 
fall far short of our purpose if we com- 
mended only such efforts as are made out- 
side the City, or republished only the edi- 
torials of outside newspapers. San Fran- 
cisco is primarily our field ,and we will as 
cordially approve, indorse and make 
known what is done here as we will w hat 
is done elsewhere. 

In the case iu point, tbe Examiner has 
certainly done well, and when taken in cfm- 
nection.with the liberal offer ot Mr. Hear-t 
to subscribe 11000 to the competing road f r 
every flO,000'sabscribed to it through tL.' 
agency of his paper, it became one of the 
most impressive local events of the day. 

Taken as a news item therefore the edi- 
torial in question deserved a rep-.iljHia- 
tion; and while it is not customary for a 
newspaper to repuhlish tiie leading articles 
of another paper in tbe same city, we know 
of no reason why the custom should ije 
honored to the exdusfon of news. 

We will always give approval to one of 
our contemponoies in San Francisco as 
readily as to one across the continent, and 
we will give that approval frankly and 
with due credit. We regard the custom 
which some papers have of alluding to 
another paper in the same city by the 
indefinite title of "a contemporary," 
whenever they have occasion to refer to it, 
as a bit of silliness unworthy of jour- 
nalism, hardly better, in fact, than tbe in- 
cessant recriminations that at one tilne 
disgraced it. 

Standing in tiiis, as in all things, for the 
welfare of the State, the Call will give full 
honor and credit to all who seek to pro- 
mote that welfare. We will not oppose 
anything simply because another paper 
has advocated it, nor will we seek to under- 
rate the value of the advocacy. We wish to 
see all Califomians woiAing together for 
the general good, and all our contempo- 
raries in the City will find us ooidially co- 
operating with them to that end. 




FOSSIBLT AH PrAD VEBTEHOE. 

Apparently the methods of journalism 
introduced by the Call are quite novel in 
these parts. It has so long been the cus- 
tom (if our surmise be correct) to mention 
only those jirivate enterprises which pay 
for being made thus conspicuous, that 
when a journal whose first aim is to help 
everything that hi Ij.s the State happens to 
say a kindly word that might incidentally 
benefit some one, the inquiry seems to be 
natural, "How much was paid for it?" If, 
on this basis, a computation should be 
made of the money which the Call should 
have recaved according to established 
methods, it might be assumed that the 
revenues of the paper are immeasurably 
great. It has doubtless been a surprising 
discovery to many who have already re- 
ceived these benefits that the Call has not 
asked them for money and that it has no 
intention to present a bill for its services. 

In the pursuit of its purpose to be help- 
ful to all useful citizens and enterprises the 
Call has been publishing special articles 
descriptive of the enterprises of various 
sections of the State. For this work con- 
siderable pains have been taken to secure 
writers who could be depended upon for 
honesty as well as accuracy. We believe 
that if in some minor particulars these cor- 
respondents prove inaccurate, reasons 
other than a lack of honesty might be 
sought. 

These remarks have been called out by 
the following intioduction which the Calit- 
togian, a bright paper published at Calls- 
toga, Sonoma County, has made to the 
Call's article descriptive of some of Sonoma 
County's attractions : 

Below we give some extracts from a Tetter 
written to the tsan i-'rancisco <'all by one of its 
own reporters who visited onr town recently 
and who saw our advantages as they really 
exist. We Tcgiet that the reporter's knowledge 
of our surroundings was so limited, but Judge 
that the write-ups were according to tbe cash 
received. 

Ab this is the first of our interior ex- 
changes to cast a slur on our attempt to 
add our own efforts to theirs in the com- 
mendable work of making their attractions 
and resources known, we desire to say now 
that we take all reasonable precautions to 
tell tbe truth, and that if iltthe slightest 
regard we fail in the- ondertaking we 
shall take it as far more graciotis on the 
part of our contemporaries to aid us 
than to east unjust aspersions on our 
efiorls. Tliev might w-ell bear in mind 
the fact that every section of the State is so 
rich in nature's bounties, and that these 
resources have responded so generously 
to individual efforts to develop them, that 
only the limitation of space in an issue of 
the CaUi prohibits the inelnsion of all the 
good things that might be sidd. As to re- 
ceiving any remimeration for this service, 
apart from that which will come to the 
sections and industries described by mak- 
ing them widely known, it is utterly for- 
eign to the policy of the Call; and if any 
newspaper knows of payment to a Call 
correspondent for this service, or if any 
person or company has paid, or shall be 
asked to pay in any way for it, the editor 
of tbe Call will accept information of the 
fact as a special favor. 

We believe that in time the policy of the 
Call, which at present seems to be re- 
garded by many as peculiar, and perhaps 
revolutionary, will be accepted as the 
proper and manly course, and the only 
one that can help California and give ex- 
pression to the generosity and fellowship 
that exist among the best citizens of the 
State.

TO-TO-DATE IDEAS. 

A correspondent of M. Gaston Tissandler, 
editor of I.a .Nature, sent him recently from 
Batavia a small number of dry pods having the 
forfa and color; o£ miniature cigars about 3 
centimeters (1}^ inches) Iour. These little pods 
have the singular property of exploding with a 
noise when they are placed in a vessel of water- 
A (Irinking-glass suffices. If one of the pods Is 
left thus it floats quietly on the water for two, 
three, five minutes or more, when It suddenly 
bursts -with violence, throwing ont one of its 
two valves, as well as most of the seeds that it 
contains, it Is not necessary to say that this 
bnistlDg la due to elasticity. 

The Aeanthaoece, the family to which they 
helcog, have fmiti composed of two earpels, 
whose opening at maturity takes place from 
above downward, iHaninrinf two dlvetgent 
crescents [see illustratton] and proceeding from 
a common point. 

When the fruits ripen on the plant the open- 
ing takes plaee with a slight noise and part of 
the seeds are thrown out, but much less vio- 
lently than when the pod is placed on water. 

The liquid In the last case is absorbed easily 
by the dry bnt permeable tiasae of the snifaca 
of the fruit, especially along the grooves that 
correspond to the lines of separation of the two 
valves. Now, as the mtermil tissue is hard and 
w oody, as it is not in equilibrium irith the ex- 



ternal tissue, which is being qnieUy softened, 
tbe tension exerted by the former leads to a 
-violent bunting. 

Tbe seeds themselves arenotaltogetherwlth- 
ont Interest. As soon as they are in contact 
with the water epidermic cellules, forming a 
sort of case, appear at once around each of 
them. These take the form that they have 
when the fruit is fresh; they are luucUaglnoua 
and cause the seeds to stick to whatever they 
touch. 

In the vegetable klnpdom there are foimd a 
certain number|of fruits that explode by vari- 
ous iffoeessei and that belong to divers fami- 
lies. Their ruptuft has for its object the dis- 
semination of the seeds. It is remarkable 
among the balsams, named by the botanists be- 
cause of this fact, Impatiens. Many legumin- 
ous plants are in the same class, and also cer- 
tain plants of the gourd family. Finally, the 
Sablior (Ilnra crepitans) ni the family of Eu- 
phorbiaeex- [the .-spurge ii.tnily] opens Its fruit 
with such force as to break fragile objects 
within reach of Its carpels, which It hurls In 
all directions. The new fruits described In 
this ortlele seem to belong to the genus Justicia 
and probably to the species of Justicia grandl- 
llora, as well as it is possible to judge from the 
oapsnles alone. This phenomenon perhaps 
takes place also with other fruits of the Acan- 
thus family.

liOvers ol mnsic have repeatedly expressed 
the wish to me that a Conservatory of Music t)e 
founded in the city oi San Francifeo. Huring 
a year's sojourn here I have bad ample oppor- 
tunity to otxerve andstndythe musical and 
theatrical situation under existing conditions, 
and I have come to the conclusion that the 
term "conservatory," in its strictest sense, is 
not applicable to a school ol the musical art 
such as I would call into life. here. The name 
conservatory Implies dt once the field in which 
an institute of this character must become 
active. It is called upon to maintain the 
classical nature of a fully developed style of 
the art; to conserve it. by fosterlnK and caring 
for the works that constitute U. Particularly In 
the manner of the proper rendition will this 
be oU essential. In short, the conservatory 
must take upon itself the duty of jealously 
guarding the masters of an age, or a time, 
whose works have pwued throngh a certain art 
period, from Its prime to its closing classical 
stage. 

Tbe European conservatories, as those of Ka^ 
pies, MUan, Paris, Lelpslc, etc., conserve and 
foster what their great operatic stages had pre- 
viously developed into a classical form through 
direct, continuous and individual effort. 

San Francisco has not had a fixed operatic 
stage, and then Is oonseqnentiy no necessity 
for the cnltlvation of a dsssleal style, which 
has not been able to develop by reason of the 
greater demands mode upon the utilitarian 
sides of its vigorous and active life. We can 
readily comprehend this at a time when an oc- 
casional operatic ensemble visits our city. We 
are then brought face to face with the fact that 
we are called upon to listen not to the master 
composers themselves, but to the manner in 
which thdr compositions are rendered. 

The very considerable and incomparable in- 
fluence which the stage has obtained upon the 
mind and taste of tlie public, standing as It 
does almost alone In furnishing a means of 
unlnterrapted artisUe entertainment, cannot 
leave ni In donbt for a single moment that the 
institution which we have In mind should aim 
to intro<luc« theatrical and classic Choral pro- 
ductions lor the stage rather than the orches- 
tra. It lias been snffidently proved that what- 
ever efforts have been brought forward to cul- 
tivate the musical taste and to lead it into 
more serious and uobler channels by means oi 
orchestral productions, the effects have been 
neutralised and blurred by the overruling Ih- 
fiuenceof the theater; and It clearly follows 
that again through the stage only can we ex- 
pect to reach the public and inculcate that 
taste for the Huer qualities and nobler senti- 
pients required to respond to the music of a 
higher order. 

Acknowledging the courtesies of tbe Metro- 
politan Musical Society, the Philharmonic Or- 
chestra, the Ladles' Orchestra, as well ai^ those 
of my numerous colleagues, such as the Messrs. 
Kelley, Zach Jr., Vogt, Fleiscbmann and others, 
who have interested themselves in the most 
unselfisli manner iu my bciialf to induce ineto 
remain here, I iiave linally concluded to devote 
myself to the culture of the musical art in San 




Tranelseo and to organise a choral and orches- 
tral school, the ohjeet of which shall be to de- 
velop a taste leading to the clear comprehen- 
sion of the classical rendition of tiia works ot 
our great master composers. 

This school shall be Intended to afford the 
means tor a thorough musical edncation; it 
must teach musical science in general; It must 
offer tbe advantages of a partial training in 
practical harmony; it mtist qualify the student 
to entertain musical thought, i. e., he must be 
enabled to conceive melodious progress, 
rhythm, Interval, chord, etc., without the aid 
of the ear and the extraneous infiuence of some 
musical Instrument. Music is the language of 
the soul: that lanpuago presupposes thought 
of wonderful subtilty, and it is that thought 
for which the mind must be qualified, which it 
must be trained to grasp aud comprehend . 

In the first place, the manner of singing in 
chorus must be thoroughly cultivated: the 
aim should be to so incorporate the individual 
parts at disposal, that the whole should operate 
under the most advantageona eondiUons, ren- 
der every detail understandingly, and be 
enabled to cope with every mnslcsl difficulty: 
in that way will the partieipatoia finally be- 
come qualified to comprehend the choral com- 
positions of the ImmMtal masters of the world. 

In order to obtain results as set forth, three 
classes, or stages, in the manner of the Munich 
Choral School, will l)e orpanired, with the fol- 
lowing programme of Instructions: 

1. Class A— The elements of mnsIc and the 
"TreS" and rhythmical exercises of every kind 
connected therewith. Class B— The rendition 
of smaller pieces for practice, with particular 
attention to a clear intonation and the achieve- 
ment of a beautiful sound or tone. 

2. Class A— Recapitulation of the general 
principles of music, combined with the first be- 
ginning of the science of harmony. Class B— 
Chorsolfeggicn, sung in parts, of severe as well 
as freer composition, with particular attention 
to a true artistic shading. Class C— Study of 
vocal compositions In several parts. 

3. Class A— L'liorsdlfesijien, of greater diffi- 
culty. B— The study of esieusive choral com- 
position, with or without accompaniment, with 
particular attention to the proper conception 
of the theme to which expression Is given. 

That considerable may be accomplished In 
this way I am well able to assert from my ac^ 
ual experience with an enterprise oi this kind. 
An organization founded some years ago by 
the author In Chemnitz called the Bachgesells- 
chaft, containing 600 members, followed a ae- 
ries of studies OS indicated above, and the re- 
sults were so gratifying that the society was 
finally looked upon as a standard In the line 
of choral productions in Germany, causing 
Sarasate, WilhemI and others to remark that 
it had become a matter of pride for every solo- 
ist of note to be able to say that he had made 
his debut before the BachgesdlKhaft in Chem- 
nltx. 

In this connection it may be said that the 
singing of our schools and the popular song, 
the melody of onr people, may be raised to a 
higher standard. And It Is also my intention to 
start a children's choral class. In which boys 
and girls who have attained the age of 10 years 
may participate. 

It Is not necessary to state that it shall be my 
duty to engage the very best teachers as assist- 
ants In this work. 

The orchestral school shall include instruc- 
tion upon all musical instruments, and will 
constitute the orchestra for the vocal eompost- 
tions to be studied.

The Eastern 
papers are, some of them, talking as If New 
York had discovered Miss Brema, but the fact 
is that she w as a great favorite both In Eng- 
land and Germany before singing in America 
at all. Recenilv she created the role of the 
evil spirit In Dr. Hubert Parry's oratorio, 
"KinpSaul," and won golden opinions from 
the English press. It was Hensehel, once a 
great Wagnerian singer himself, who heard 
Miss Brema sing at the house of a mutual 
friend in 1890, and persuaded her to adopt the 
career of a vocolist. She made her debut the 
next year in London, and her marvelous con- 
tralto voice created a furor, but Brema

She 
made her debut in I.<j:.>lan as Lola In the "Cav- 
allcria," and appeared later as Orpheo in 
Gluek's opera. Soon Frau Wagner heard of the 
new genius and sent for her to Bayreuth to 
sing Ortrude with Madame Nordica aa Elsa. She 
also appeared as Kundey. The elder SalvinI, 
speaking of her in the role of Ortrude, said : 
"Sbe Is as 1 would have taught her to be, and 
her voice it is still singing to me." Brema ap- 
pears to be as successful In concert as In opera, 
and she sings with equal ease In English, 
French, German and Italian. She Is delighted 
with her American success, but she will not 
stay long in this country at present, as she is 
engaged by Sir .\ugustus Harris for London in 
May, and in June goes to Bayreuth to study the 
Trilogy witn Frau Wagner for 1896. 

Loie Fuller, the great serpentine dancer, w-ho 
has had hats, dresses, silks and writing paper 
named after her, has just appeared at the 
Comcdie Parlsien In a new piece, "Salome." 
the music of which was composed expresfily for 
her by M. Pierno. The speomcle ha-i only four 
characters, .•^alome, lierod, Herodias and 
John the Baptist. To make Lole Fuller dance 
on the mimic scene having for a subject tbe 
decapitation of John the Baptist is an idea that 
certainly would not have struck every one. 
The poets have tried to redeem the eliaracter 
of Salome by making lier dance, not to secure 
the head of the saint, but to save it from l)eing 
decapitated by Herod. The Comedie Parlsien 
Is a regular bonbon box of a theater and the 
funereal snbject seems out of place in it, bnt 
the music Is striking and the dancing is mar^ 
velous, LoIe uses a number of saffron-colored 
veils whicn seem to Same under the electric 
light and give her the appearance of dancing 
In the midst of fire. It was Loie Puller who set 
the fashion in London of having her serpen- 
tine dances utilized by advertisers, and now 
she has token the fashion to Paris, but what 
an laoongmity to see Salome daTininj before 
Herod while the llme-Ugbts throw on her 
skirts such advertisements as "No more inllB- 
enxa; War to La Grippe t" 

Noah Brandt's pretty little opera "Captain 
Cook," which was written some time ago, Is to 
be produced In the near future, either at the 
CalUomia vt the Baldwin Theater, probably 
the latter. If the work Is well mounted and 
sung it ought to create a very favorable Im- 
pression, for the music is bright and tuneful, 
and there is abundant oppormnlty for scenic 
display. The action la sup p o se d to pass In the 
Hawaiian Islands, In the time of the historic 
Captain Cook, and in one of the scenes there is 
a grand volcanic erupilion, which destroys a 
native temple. Several of the themes are 
written in imitation of the lovely Hawaiian 
melodlea A chorus of nearly forty voices has 
been rehearsing "Captain Cook" for two 
months, under the direction of Noah Brandt 
and Martin Schulz. The part of the Princess 
la la will be taken by Mrs. Eva Tenny, Mrs. 
Madden Is the contralto, J. F. Fleming will 
sing the role of Captain Cook, J. M. Hynes that 
of the King, C. L. Parent takes the part of Koko 
Bola, and Frank Coffin impersonates Princess 
la la's native lover. 

"La Maladetta" has just been sung for the 
first time in Italy and has obtained a great suc- 
cess at the Seals. M. GaUhard, the director of 

the Paris Opera-house, and his collaborator, 
M. Vidal, were present at the performance. 
Miss Carlotta Briauza, the star of the Scala, re- 
ceived a perfect ovation. This is only another 
proof of the liberality of the Italians in art. 
Although they have a number of rising com- 
posers of their own, the works of French com- 
posers have recently received the most enthu- 
siastic receptions all over Italy. Verdi, on the 
other hand, seems to be the only Italian com- 
poser who can get a favorable hearing In Paris. 
Sonzotrno. who has recently i>roduced so many 
French operas at the Scala and elsewhere, will 
probably have to abandon his projected lesson 
ot Italian opera In Paris, owing to the Strong 
opposition the scheme hss met with. 

England is to have qtilte a wave of distin- 
guished Continental condnetors this season. 
William Kes, the eminent conductor ot Am- 
sterdam, will replace Mr. Hensehel; Dr. Richter 
will give his usual concerts; Herr Motel and 
Siegfried Wagner are also to reappear, and the 
British public will see for the first time Herr 
Lert of Bayreuth and Uerr Nikisch, who is 
said— barring Kichter— to be tbe greatest con- 
dnctorofthem all. It was said for some time 
after Nikisch bad left Boston and gone to 
Hungary that he was discontented and would 
willingly have returned to America, but now 
tbat he is coming so lanch to the front there la 
lltUe probability that Boston will ever get him 
bacK again. Faner, the present conductor of 
the Boston sympihony orchestra, is very unpop- 
ular, and his concerts in New York tUs year 
have proven a financial failure. 

It is an extraordinary thing that In the -way 
of concerts it never rains but it ponrs In Ban 
Francisco. A week, nay, two or three weeks 
sometimes go by without a concert of any note, 
and then it Invariably happens that two or 
three come on the same night. For instance, 
there were five clear nights on which concerts 
might have been given thU week. Why, there- 
fore, have the university boys, the friends of 
Protessor Charles Goff rle and the Manflelds all 
flxeff upon Friday night? The university 
combination concert at the Anditorinm seems 
to have been first in the field. 

Oscar Hammerstein has engaged the Frencli 
singer, Yvette Guilbert, for tlie Olympla. at the 
extraordinary salary of $3000 a week. She will 
make her first appearance at the opening of 
that house. Yvette Is only a music hall singer, 
but she is unique in her way, and can plav 
upon the feelings of her audience as easily as 
a pianoforte virtuoso plays on his instrument. 
In Paris and London she carries all before her, 
but in Naples recently she was hissed off the 
stage. The French papers said it was because 
she did not wear diamonds. 

Manuel Garcia, the dean among teachers of 
the pure Italian method of voice production, 
has just published a book called "Hints on 
Singing," which has been translated into

Leave for Stockton Tins 
Evening. 



THE INTERIOR WIDE AWAKE. 



Offers of Aid Flow In From 
That Source in Great 

KCMBEHS. 



The BobBcriben to stock in the valley 
road have almost all paid in the first in- 
stallment of their assessments. Secretary 
Mackie said yesterday that but a very few 

had not been heard from in this respect, 
and it was believed that ultimately the 
proportion of subscriptions which were 
not made good would be very small, if, in 
fact, there were any to be included in this 
clasa. 

The board of direotore is making its 
arrangements for the proposed trip of in- 
spection to Stockton to-nifiht, and word 
comes from that city that preparations are 
being made there to afford it every facility 
in its search for information. The trip 
may conclude 1 riday. or it may be neces- 
sary that the board shall remain over a day 
longer. 

In the stirring times which have marlted 
the career of the new road within the past 
two weeks or more, this city and Sacra- 
mento have been the principal points of 
interest and the country has in a measure 
been relegated to the backgroond. It must 
not be supposed, however, that friends of 
the road in the interior have either lost 
interest in the project or in any manner 
relaxed their efforts to help the plans 
along. 

The daily mail which reaches Secretary 
Mackie is a large one, and in looking over 
a portion of it yesterday the following ex- 
tracts from letters taken at random were 
made which show that the interior is 
well abreast 'with the city in point of en- 
thusiasm. 
From Visalia comes the following: 
The Board of Trade of the city of Visalia is 
formulating an offer to you, and will be ready 
to submit such offer Uirough a committee of 
leading cltltens within a few days. The com- 
mittee also desires to submit to you maps and 
statistics relative to population, arable land 
and present business of the east side of Ttilare 
County. As they do not desire to annoy you 
by premature applications and oSen they re- 
quest that yoa set a date on whieh yon will 
give them a hearing. 

Rights of way are frequently offered the 
board in localities which it is thought may 
be available. Here is a sample letter of 
this kind: 

San FKAJfasco, March 19, 1895. 
Dirutort Valley Kailroad: It has been sug- 
gested to me that the San Francisco and San 
Joaqnin Valley Railroad may be located so as 
to reach tidewater at or near the mouth of the 
San Joaquin River, then approaching San 
Francisco by boat. Should such location be 
contemplated, I beg to direct the company's 
attention to the fiancho Los iledanos, belong- 
ing to me, as embracing land suitable for the 
company's purposes, and obtainable without 
cost. It has a frontage on the bay with forty 
feet depth of water, and I offer to donate to the 
company ten acres fronting on the bay shore 
and right of way all through the ranch. 

Antioch's business men think that a mis- 
apprehension exists regarding the depth of 
channel at that point, and write regarding 
this and. other natters to the board as fol- 
lows: 

Instead of eighteen feet of water at this point 
there is. for a distance of tea miles west of 
Antioch, from thirty to sixty-five feet. We can 
asmne and eonvlnee yon that for about 98000 
the entire channel to Ban Francisco can be 
made to admit any vessel drawing twenty-six 
fset of water. Our advantages are superior to 
those of Fort Costa as the water is fresh, no 
teredo, a straight channel, not a rock, stump, 
or any hidden danger to navigation. Please 
grant us an opportunity to present facts; it is 
all we ask, believing we can show it to be the 
only interior point where the new road can 
compete with Port Costa as a freight terminus 
for the wheat of the San Joaquin Valley. 

From VisaUa comes a letter regarding 
snbscriptions to stock, in which the novel 
suggestion is made that they be paid in 
labor. Tbt writer says : 

I am satisfied considerable subscriptions can 
be obtained in labor. Money will beoutofthe 
question, as the pco|de here are simply pro- 
ducers, aad ever^iody knows that pwducers 
nowadays have no money. 

A gentleman living bear Tipton gives 
encottraging views of the outlook in that 
■vicinity: 

I can say that If a railroad is built through 
here the people will furnish right of way and 
depot ground free, and I think I can grade 
thirty or forty miles of road with my own 
horses for stock in the railroad company. If it 
shall go through any of my land I am willing to 
furnish depot grounds and grade the road free 
through my land. I think all the people will 
help build the road through here. They have 
been robbed long enough by the Southern Pa- 
cific. I tnlnk the people of San Francisco had 
better wake up if they don't want to make a 
graveyard of that beautiful city. I hope it will 
not be a failure this time. 

Martinez has heard of the IjeariiiLS ac- 
corded Stockton and San Jose and is now 
moving in the same direction. In a letter, 
under date of the Ifith inst, a statement is 
made that a committee was appointed at a 
recent meeting to consult with the board, 
and this committee now writes asking that 
a date be set for the same. 

An indication of the growing feeling in 
favor of railroad development in all parts 
of the State is afforded in a letter from J^js 
Angeles County, in which tlie writer says: 

The people in the vicinity of Maynard are 
getting very much interested in theinatterof a 
railroad, and I believe they would do a great 
deal ol work in the way of grading, besides 
giving some money. I believe now is the time to 
commence operations. We need a railroad 
very badly, and are tired of the iron band of 
the Sonttaem Pacific Two-thirds of all the 
merchandise used In this valley is hauled In 
wagons over the rongh mountain roads from 
Los Angeles, which Is cheaper tban to pay the 
rates ol freight charged by the railroad. 

Director Fnmcis TTpbam was in a retro- 
spective mood yesterday, and in • g«neral 
way ran over the trials of the Traffic Asso- 
ciation when it first took the field in favor 
of the road, and contrasted the feeling of 
relation now noticeable on all sides with the 
despondent outlook a few mcmtlis ago. 

"Just at present," said he, "the point 
considered by most people is whether this 
road will prove a paying investment or 
not. We have passed the period of uncer- 
tainty as to the building of the line, as 
everybody practically admits that it's con- 
stooction is n«w s certainty. 

"In regard to thils matter of the invest- 
ment being a good one 1 want to call your 
attention to some statistical information 
gathered by the Traffic Association, but 
which will be quite appropriate at this 
time. 

"A couple of years ago we made a careful 
analysis of the annual report of the South- 
em Pacific Company, from which we gath- 
ered the information that the gross earn- 
ings of that obmpaily within the State 
were abont 110,000 par mite, and the earn- 



ings in the San Joaqnin Valley were at 

least $12,000 per mile, while a careful esti- 
mate shows that the proposed line (or that 
portion of it lying in the San Joaquin 
Valley, at least) can meet operatinjx ex- 
penses, fixed charges and pay a dividend 
of 6pcr cent on paid-;;;! caintal upon gross 
earnings of less than i.WJ per mile. The 
roads in Iowa earn annually in the aggre- 
gate less than $5000 per mile, while those 
in Kansas foil a litUe below|3000 and those 
in Nebraska are abont 13700. 

"In the estimate we made of a line from 
Stockton to Bakersfield we reached the 
conclusion that a track could be laid witli 
Kl-pound steel rails, with ample terminals, 
sidetracks, ■water-tanks, good buildings, 
shops, roundhouses, turn-tables, and fully 
equipped with engines and other roUinp 
stock for a large traffic for an actual cash 
expenditure of something less than $:2U,tAX) 
per mile. 

"The operation of the road will be as 
economical as in any portion of the United 
States. The grades in the valley are no 

more tlian sixteen feet per mile, admitting 
of the liauling, if necessary, of forty-five to 
fifty freightcars with one good locomotive, 
which is double as many as the saiue 
power win move on the average luad east 
of the Rocky Mountains in summer and 
three times as many as in winter. A ton 
of coal will move at least twice as many 
tons of freight in the San Joaquin Valley 
as in any of the States bordering on the 
Missouri River. 

"It is safe to estimate that the same labor 
East will accomplish no more than two- 
thirds as much as it will in the valley. 
There arc :io storms during nine months 
in the year and but few in the other three. 
Less repairs to tracks, bridges, buildings, 
machinery and roUing stock will be re- 
quired, because every condition, climatic 
and otherwise, is more equable than in any 
other portion of the cotmtry. 

"The country the road will penetrate 
will afford it a good traffic, and as we will 
be comiiellcd to meet comparatively small 
expenses I see no reason why the line 
should not only pay, but pay welL"

J. T. Peters Favors That Traversing the 
Santa Clara Valley. 
The question of the route to be chosen 
for the new valley road from this city is in- 
teresting many people in the State. Said 
J. T. Peters of Santa Claia yesterday on 
the subject: 

There seems to be some cnnsirtcrnhlo rivalry 
between Stockton and Snn Mateo, baum I lara 
and Ban Benito Counties. These two scciious 
are now bidding for the road. Stockion is 
oflering to sut>scribe so many dollars provided 
that It be put on the main line; Santa Clara 
and adjoining countle.s offering so many dol- 
lars, no matter whether on the main or branch 
line, so that it is a competing line. 

As far as I am interested I hope that both 
lines may be built, and there is no doubt but 
what in the course of time there will be a line 
built out through Alameda or Contra Costa 
counties. But I fail to see the object of build- 
ing the line to the city of Stockton, 
cither now or In the future, as the val- 
ley road would not only have a strong 
competition with the lines of 8onthem I'a- 
cific, but would have the San Joaquin Kiver 
as a competitor, and would be in the same 
position as the Southern Pacific is now at Sac- 
ramento and Stockton — operating between 
those points and ban Francisco at a loss. Stock- 
ton is not in the proper place to succeed In get- 
ting oa the main line of the ijan Francisco and 
San Joaqnin road. 

It woma hardly pay the valley road to build 
its road on thai line at a cost from $35,000 to 
$65,000 per mile. Every available pass through 
the Contra Costa range has been surveyed 
more than once, and the estimated cost of 
building through any of this chain of mountains 
has been estimaud at from $00,000 to $70,000 
per mile, and that with heavy grades. 

Take the route through the Santa Clara Val- 
ley from the China basin ; it is almost a level 
valley clear to the Tacheco Pass, and would not 
cost over $25,000 to $30,000 per mile for the 
first 100 miles. The remainder, to the center 
of the San Joaquin Valley, would not cost any 
more, excepting to cross tlie mountain, which 
would not in any great sum exceed that of 
building across the Contra Costa range, and 
the grade would be but little heavier, if any. 

Should this road be built through San Ma- 
teo, Santa Clara and San Benito, these coun- 
ties v\ouM double In population In two years. 
The high prices of transportation now charged 
by the ^uthem Pacific cause thousands of 
acres of the best land in the southern portion 
of Sanu Clara and San Benito cotmties to 
lie idle.

She Sailed From Pnget f)|onndfor Hon^- 
Kong and In l^nng Overdue. 

The bark Colusa, which sailed from Pa- 
get Sound for Hongkong 113 days ago, has 
not arrived at her destination, and fears 
are entertained that she has been lost with 
all hands on board. Yesterday was con- 
sidered at the exchange to be her last day 
of probation, and no message coming from 
the missing vessel, she was to be f;ivcii up. 
However, her owners, J. F. Smith ,t Co., 
have extended the time another week and 
are sure she will be reported somewhere. 
They believe she has been blown out of her 
course and will come in safely. 

She sailed from the Sound about the time 
of the departtire of the lost Montserrat and 
Keweenaw and, Ike them, caught the fear- 
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nacle, where there is a choir of 260 voices. 
Two years ago she was one of the chief 
soloists there, and. although she did not 

belong to their religious fold, the saints 
were as proud of her when she returned 
home with the Whitney Opera Company 
as if she had been one of their own flock. 

In addition to buying up the honse and 
bombarding t&e actress with flowers, the 
Mormons sent a delegation to ask if there 
was anything else they could do for their 
ex-singer. 

It happened that a number of members 
of the company were anxious to visit the 
Tabernacle and hear the organ. Miss Bay- 
liss mentioned this casualljr to the saints, 
and, in spite of their objection to admit- 
ting Gentiles into the siiuctiKirv, they at 
once offered to arrange a special organ re- 
cital for the company. No one else was 
admitted, and in the dim religious light of 
the vast liuilding, which seats 13,000 people, 
the opera troupe, huddled together for 
company in one corner, heard a programme 
performed by Joseph Daynes especially for 
their benefit.

When millionaires commence to fight 
the chink of coin or its eqtiivulcnt in the 
rustling of valuable paper is very likely to 
be heard, and it is ju.st this which lends 
greatest interest to the controversy be- 
tween Max Wasserman and Louis Sloss 
now pending before Judge Troutt. 

Wasserman admitted on the stand that 
he had never worked for money in his life. 
He was bom rich, and he is still rich, and 
he leUs of the dividends which he collected 
and of those which are still owing to him 
with an off-hand manner. Louis Sloss is 
still richer, and he listens to Wasseriiian's 
testimony with a smile. But it was! in 
turning over the books of the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company that the wealth appeared 
intheca.so; it was mainly in dividend'!, 
but such dividends as would make the 
stock gilt-edge indeed. 

The dividends included those numbered 
from 22 to 43, and were paid in the years 
1882 to 1882. when the Alaska Commercial 
Company was in the hevdav of its pros- 
perity. The dividends were paid on stock 
of a par value of |100, and were as follows : 

November, 1882, 20 per rent: March, 18S3, 
23>^; November, 1883, 25; April, 18S1, 25 ;

.\s will be seen, in no year was there less 
than two dividends, and the lowest divi- 
dend declared is 15 per cent. lu one year, 
1880, there were three dividends, two with- 
in a month of each other, and all three big 
percentages. In that year the stock paid 
115 per cent of its par value and in no 
year ditt the earnings fall below 40 per cent. 
In the ten years the immense capital stork 
of the company was rolled over and hver, 
and this in spite of the fact that there was 
a surplus fund on hand, amounting at one 
time to over $2,000,000. 

Examination of books and papers, stock 
certificates and dividends consumed the 
morning session, and it was not until after 
2 o'clock that Ma.^ Wasserman, the plain- 
tiff, finally took the stand. He was called 
to state his case, and was the first witness 
of importance who has yet been ex- 
amined. 

By Mr. Wu-^^scrman's testimon.v it ap- 
peurcd that he represented what Mr. Sloss 
then termed a uormant interest in the 
Alaska Commercial Company. That is he 
held shares of the stock, but did none of 
the actual work uf an -active partni r, itiul 
appeared in its transactions only tw o O'- 
three times a year when he came to collect 
his ample dividends. He owned 14(H) 
shares of the stock. It was the odd 4C0 
shares of this holding which he turucd 
over to Mr. Sloss. For what purpose he 
turned this stock over to tbe senior mem- 
ber of the tirm can be drawn from the tes- 
timony only by inference. 

Hr. Sloss had told him he wanted cheap 
stock to help him in negotiating for the 
new leases. Mr. Sloss was then in Wash- 
ington trying to secure from the Congress 
of 1888 a renewal of the leases from the 
Russian and the t'n t. ! St.ites govern- 
ments, allowing his co:::i.aiiy to take seals 
in the sealing waters of Bering Sea. What 
Mr. Sloss was going to do with this chean 
stock was a point which caused much legal 
sparring between the attorneys, and 
numerous rulings bv the court, but it was 
finally ascertained that Mr. Sloss wished to 
be able to sell it at bedrocK prices to tbe 
influential men whom he met at Washing- 
ton. 

The price was put at .fSu a share, becau.'e 
Sloss wished to sell it cheap himself, or at 
least so cheap th.it the dividends would 
soon bring back its value into the pockets 
of the owner. Mr. Wasserman had asked 
who these influential people were who 
were going to buy stock at bedrock prices 
and then help secure the new lease<, hut 
he was told that it was not necee^^ary tiuit 
he know everything. He also remarked 
that $80 was not by any means the value of 
the stock, but he was told that at all haz- 
ards the influential people must have their 
stock cheap. 

The difference between $80 and the real 
value of the stock was his sacrifice as a 
"dormant" shareholder, but this bit of 
information was not received until, in their 
efforts on the one side to stop it and on 
tbe other side to have it spoken, the op- 
posing attorneys had become very deter- 
mined. 

Some letters which had passed between 
the litigants were read, and some material, 
if conflicting, statements were secured from 

them. The first letter was from Mr. Wa.'!- 
sernian to Mr. Sluss, asking that a,-; I he 
negotiations had fallen through he take 
back the note for $32,000 which he had 
paid Wasserman for bis 400 shares and 
transfer the same back again to the origi- 
nal owner. To thi« came the answer that 
the shares hail been sold to Mr. Sloss, and 
he saw no reason why they should be re- 
conveyed to him. 

It 'was also intimated that at the time 
when the shares were sold the future of 
the company was a speculative one and 
that $80 was a good price for the stock, and 
Wassermau had been glad to take it at the 
time. It is true, Wasserman says, there 
was no actual agreement between them re- 
garding the sale, but he says there Was an 
implied obligation on the part of Sloss to 
reconvey them should he not use them for 
the purposes for which they were trans- 
ferred. Mr. Wasscnuan then wrote once 
more, demanding the shares, and offerine 
Bloss note in payment, but it was no use, 
and since then Mr. Wasserman has had 
neither stock nor dividends from the 400 
shares that should have been sold at bed- 
rdok prices to intlurntial people.

General Gibbon's Story of an Incident 

in the Seminole War In 1849. 
Brigailier-General Gibbon entertained an 
audience recently with some reminiscences 
of his services among the Indians, says 
the Washington Star. General Gibbon's 
experience with the Indians commenced 
in the Seminole War, as tax back as 1849. 
General Gibbon said it was remarkable 
how much can be told by means of sign 
language among people accustomed to 
its use. As an instance of this he related 
a circumstance of the Seminole War. Hos- 
tilities appearing to be imminent be- 
tween the whites and the Seminoles, 
under Billy Bowlegs, their chief, it 
was desired to communicate with 
the Indians to ascertain whether 
it was really their purpose to go to war. 
It was very difficult to get at the 
Seminoles, however, and no method 
seemed open until one day a man 
came in from his cabin down the 
coast and stated that he had left there 
on account of his supposed danger from 
Indians. He had found upon his cabin 
door a small white flag made of heron's 
wings attached to a stick. On the end of 
the stick were a twist of tobacco and a 
small string of beads. He said some In- 
dians had scrawled upon his door with the 
end of a burned stick some signs. There 
were three stars in a line, tnen a full 
round circle and then four more stars. 
These signs were interpreted to mean that 
Billy Bowlegs desired to have a peaceful 
smoke and talk with the white men, that 
his messenger had been at his cabin three 
days before the time of the full moon, and 
that he would come again four days after 
the full moon to receive the answer of the 
white man. The Indians* messenger was 
answered by the presence <a the white men 
four days after the full moon, and sure 
enough Billy Bowlegs was on hand, a 
conference was had, and it was shown that 
the Indians did not ilesire to engage in a 
general war, but that the outrages of which 
the whites complained had been committed 
by a few unreliable bad Indians.

The following communication, signed by 
Auditor Broderick and da^ March 27, 
was read : 

I respectfully desire to call your attention to 
the fact that I fear I will be obUged to refuse to 
draw a warrant upon the treasury for the 
salary of George Beanston as satisfaction of 
demand made by him for 9^00 as salary for 
the service as secretary for the month o( 
Harch. If my feais should be well founded it 



Is In my judgment my duty to ask your con- 
sideration of the matter so that services may 
not be asked, for whleh probably no payment 
can be made. 

The aot to establish and define the powers 
an i duties of the Board of Education of the 
el ly and county of San Francisco, and to repeal 
former acts, etc., etc., approved April 37, l8t>3, 
contains the luUo^ving: 

Section 10. Thi- saiii superintendentls hereby 
authorized to nnvcint a clerk, subject to tlie 
approval nf the Bcmrd of Kducation, who shall 
act as secretary ni the board, and who shall be 
paid a .'•aiarv to be fixed by the said board not 
to e.vtci cci tlie sum of $200 per month. The 
said cleric shall be subject to removal at the 
pleasure of the superintendent, and shall per- 
form such duties hs may be required of him 
by the board or tJie superintendent. 

In the case of the people against Freese, 7a 
Cal. 639, the decision was as follows: 

'*It is claimed that the Governor did not, in 
fact, remove the re-spoudent; that the state- 
ment in the commission, 'vice A. 0. Freese, re- 
muveil,' the demand of the relator to be let 
into possession of the office and the refusal of 
the defendant to comply therewith, do not 
show the removal and therefore there was no 
vacancy to be filled. 

"We think, howevn, that the appointment of 
a successor In olBce when an officer is removed 
atpleasnre is a sufficient act of removaL" 

The mere appointment of a successor would 
par ee be a removal of Incumbent." 

Auilitor Broderick' al-o sent in a com- 
munication refusing to allow George 
Beanston $50 a month from t^eijtember 30, 
1893, to November 30, 1,^1)4, as committee 
clerk for the board on the ground that it 
was illegal. 

Andrew J. Moulder, Superintendent of 
Schools, referred to Auditor Broderick's 
communication and declared that the 
hoard was without a secretary. If the 
Auditor w;is correct the board was in a 
I'rciiiiiuiiciit. The warrant.s for !J(HJ 
tfiu heis and 100 i inployes of the depart- 
ment wouiil be kept out of their wages, as 
warrants could not he authenticated. He ! 
asked that Charles W. JVelch be aopoiuted | 
secretary. This brought up the old conten- ; 
tion as to the right of the Superintendent j 
to name the secretary. 

I'irector Henry T. Scott took e.Ncejiii.in 
to tljc facts as slated by Sui)erintendent 
Moulder in declaring that there was no 
secrctiiry. Director Barrett moved that 
-Mr. Welch he elected secretary, and Di- 
rector A iiibro.-c seconded the nomination. 

The nomination was lost by a tie — six 
ayes, six noes. Directors Ambrose, Bar- 
rett, Carew, Clinton, Comte, Hawley voted 
aye, and Directors Henderson, McElroy, 
Mnnlock, Scott, Stone and Dodge voted no. 

In explaining his vote Director Scott 
said that he had voted ave tmce before out 
of courtesy tu Mr. Moiild'er. 

Director Stone explained his vote by say- 
ing that he would vote no until the mat- 
ter was settled as to the contention of the 
Auditor that Mr. Beanston was not the 
secretary and could not draw a salary.

He Sevlaes a Magrntfioent Seheme for 
Filling a Water Tank. 

"It has occurred to me many times," ob- 
served Meekin, the lazy inventor, "that a 
lot of energy is wastei'. by people walking 
up and down stairs. Some five years ago 
the idea took such a hold unon me that I 
determined to utilize this stair energy at 
least in my own house. I lived in a street 
in Xew York City Where we had to use a 
force pump to fill a water tank in the top 
of the house so as to get su£Boient pressure 
in the water mains. I finally decided to 
make my family, while ascciidin.' :!nd di - 
scenditig the stairs, geiK-rau- siiili. i. i.; 
power to run a dynamo whost? current 
would De used to operate an electric pump 
which was to fill the watertank. I had 
the stairways remodeled, so thit the 
threads %vorkcil 011 a liingo, the front face 
of the threads being about two inches 
higher than ordinarily, under each thread 
I placed heavy steel springs, which con- 
nected with another invention of mine— 
the Meekin power conservator. This ap- 
paratus was in harmony witli the dynamo, 
and the ]vump connected with the latter in 
the usual manner. I connectetl up the 
whole scheme, and then stood in the front 
hall while my wife came downstairs. T!n- 
slanting steps were a little awkward at 
first, and the springy sensation wtisn't 
very agreeaijie, hut anything goes in the 
interest of science. My wife got down all 
right and generated enough energy to 
start things going. The children didn't 
like the new steps and took to sliding 
down the baluster rail, whicii discom- 
moded me slightly. In the end I found 
that I would have to race up and down 
stairs about twice as much as usual to keep 
the old thing running. My friends, too, 
observed that! was gradually acquiring a 
walk like a horse with the 'stringhalt,' and 
1 felt I was getting a little -spring-kneed.' 
So I gave it up and paid a man 00 cents 
every other day to furnish the water with a 
handpump."— Electrical Review. ■

1 tak»it, the keynote of any city to a stranger 
is taken from tha appeaianee of iustreets. we 
need net go far afield te realize that Imptove- 
ment is practicable and absolntely neoessary. 
With bituminena rock at onr doors, than which 
there ia nothing bettfr if properly manipu- 
lated, there ia little excuse for such a street 
as Market street being paved with cobbles or 
basaltic blacks. 

The eity of San Francisco should own iU 
water supply, fu gas supply and its street rail- 
roads, and these should not be operated by cor- 
porations for nroflt, bnt all economies In manlp- 
nlation should inure to the benefit of the 
eitizea.

Colin M. Boyd was seated as a member 
of the Board of Fire Gomnlasietaers to 
succeed A. J. Martin at a special meeting 
of the board at 11 a.ic. yesterday. Mr. 
Boyd was appointed by Oevemor Bndd on 
tbe 23d instant, and thereby hangs a tale 
of the past which will probably develop 
into much litigation in flit future. 

A special meeting of the Fire Com- 
missioners was called to take pl.ioe at 11 
o'clock, and notices to that effect were 
sent out by the secretary. Mr. Martin re- 
ceived his notice at 10:4B a.k., which gave 
him thirteen minutes in which to reach 
the new City Hall from his place of busi- 
ness at the corner of Bush and Kearny 
streets. 

Mr. Mavtin bad a suspicion of what was 



nient. Any vacancies occurring were to be 
filled by the same power which made the origi- 
nal appointments. 

On December 1, 1879, Frank G. Edwards w as 
appointed Fire Commissioner bv Judge Sclden 
S. Wrisht, Judge oi he Countv Couri. On June 
20, 1889. Governor Waterman appointed 
Thomas J. Parsons to succeed Edwards. The 
latter refused togivc np liis oftice. Parsons 
sued ami Judge ishafter oustc.i Kil\\ards aud 
seated I'arson.s. Edwards appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, and this court reversed the judg- 
ment of the lower court and seated Kdwards. 
Thegroundsof the decision, as stated by Justice 
Paterson in his written opinion, were that the 
questions in Kdwards' case involved the same 
principles as were determined In the 
Hnniuiond Puiicc rouimissiou ca.se, by 
which he held that ihe constitution of 
I 1870 having abolished the appointing power 
and, having failed to vest jajwer to ayipoint 
successors to <'oniiiiissioners then in olHce in 
anv otii'T j.erson or iriljuiial. Mr. Edwards was 
euiitlci! 10 hold his otfice nntil the Legislature 
slioulil ve-t ill '^oiiic ])erson the power lo ap- 
point his success, .r, e\i>ressly holding that the 
ejipiraiioii oi ihc leriu id otli'ce did not create a 
vacancy, and that Ihe tiovernor hail no 
authority to appoint Mr. Parsons or anv one 
else to succeed tdwards while he was hlling 
the othce. Governor Waterman appointed An- 
drew . I. Martin loiill a ^ acftncy caused by the 
death oi a Cointnissinner. In iiecember, 13!>1, 
Governor Markliani apl'oiut.-d John H. I'aly 10 
succce.l Martin, aiul William I'roll to succeed 
Parsiius {the case of KdvMirds against I'arsoi.s 
in the Supreme Court not having been deci l'. d 
al that time). Parsons and Martin botli re- 
fused to give up their ottices. In February, 
1892, the Suiirenie i uurt handed down its 
decision in the Edwards ca^e, reseating F.d- 
wardsand ousting Parsun-, and thus settling 
all controversies of like character at that time.

One of the largest rock quarries ever 
opened on this coast has been opened 
by Warren <fe Malley, the well-known con- 
tractors of this city, and the rock to be ob- 
tained from liicre is to be used for two pur- 
poses; filling in the Alameda mole for the 
Southern Paciric Company, and complet- 
ing tbe contracts on the Fair property near 
Harbor View. Mr. Malley said yesterday: 
This quarry is located on Taber's ranch, iu 
the southern partof the oonnty, just south of 
Hunters Point, and it is situated a mile and a 
hall from the ahore line. The rock is put on 
cars and conveyed to the water's edge, where 
is run on a wharf, and from there to b&rees es- 
pecially butlt for the purpose. These are very 
fargs and will carry sixty oars, eaoh having in 
them about six tons of roclc, or a total ol 360 
tons as a freight load. 

The ISoutheni Padfle on the Alameda side 
have arranged one of their slips to fit our 
barges, so when a towed barge runs into the 
•lip an eogina hooks on to one of the train-. 
haullBK it to the point where the rock is t,, he 
dumped. The cars are of such a pattern that 
they are hauled to the point deaired and there 
they are tipped and rock drops into the bay 
where wanted. 
The amount of rock that will be required is 
i indefinite, as it is impossible to even estimate 
! how much will be wanted for the 1111, but we 
i will continue to furnish all that Is wanted. 
I The limit of the quarry? Well, there is 
I praclicslly no limit to it, for it is in a mountain 
500 or 600 feet high. The quality is a blue

What will I do in ease ot a legal contest by 
Mr. Martin? Well, 1 shall endeavor to hold the 
Dosition until I am declared inrliglble bv the 
conrta that have juri.sdictiun In such mailers. 

Back of all this turmoil of comiuis- 
sioiiers on various boards and appoint- 
ments by the Governor that are colnbated 
in the courts there is a louK string of con- 
tests, decisions and preceuetits. Charles .1. 
Hcjijierly, one of the nttunieya for Mr. 
Martin, "pave the stutiis uf tlie case — as 
viewed by him in law uml decisions — yes- 
terday afternoon. Said Mr. iieggerty: 

There will he a complaint tiled In the Su- 
perior Court to-morrow sKsinst Colin M. Bq)'d 
to determine his right to hold the ofHceof Ffre 
I'oramissioner, vice Mr. Martin. The case is 
identical w ith that of Edwards and Parsons. In 
order to give a comprehensive view ef the 
situation it will be necessary to refer to legal 
actions of tbe past. 

In March, 1678, under the act providing for 
a paid Fire Department In the city and county 
of t<an Francisco, the Board of Fire Commik- 
sioners, which was created by the set of March, 
18U6. and continued by the acts of April, 1872, 
and .March, 1871, was in existence in San 
Franeisco. Thera lies the basis of the con- 
troversy. 

By section 8 of the act of March, 1874, the 
persons comprising the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners then existing were permitted to serve 
out their terms of ofBce. Three of these terms 
expired In December, 1875, and the other two 
in December, 1877. Tbe law further provided 
that at tbe general election in said city and 
county, to be held in November, 1875, three 
persons should be elected to serve as Fire Com- 
missioners for four years from the first Monday 
in December, 1870^ and '^^^^^ should be 



Tlie indiitationsare that the further we get Into 
it the better the rock will be and the greater 
the blocks that can be obtained. Of course all 
will depend upon the developments and the 
freedom from Assures. If it should turn out 
as we expect we will devote our attention to 
getting out some building stone in connection 
with ilUlnf-in rock. By the way, that is the 
quarry fh>m which basalt blocks were taken 
for pavements some twelve years ago. 

.\t present we are running about 100 men, 
bnt w ill employ a greater number as develop- 
ments progress. 

You ask about oor contracts for Hlling iu 
tbe Fair property at Korth Beach. Well, we 
are going right on to do the work we con- 
tracted to do for Mr. Fair In his lifetime. There 
has not tieen any stoppage of the work, but we 
tiave not had so many men at work there as 
fermerlv. We have only about 75 men there 
now. Thus far we have tilled in about 1,500,- 
000 square yards, and there remains about 
8,000,000 or 3,000,000 more to be ttUed. This 
includes a rock facing along the line of piles 
on the north side of tiie property and a sand or 
earth fllline inside of that. The rock for the 
facing or bulkhead will tome from our new 
quarry. This lllUng will be from fifteen to 
twenty feet. 

Ro, this is not a new contract; it is carrying 
out the old one we entered into with Mr. Fair, 
and we propose to cany it out. The rock 
barges will be towed over the same as they will 
be at the Alameda mole and the rock dumped. 
By this system it avoids the aeoaasitr ot hand- 
ling the rock twice. 

W. S. Ooodfellow, one of the executors 
of the Fair estate under the first will, said, 
when asked what was to be done with the 
North Beach projierty : 

Nothing will be done in the matter beyond 
carrying into effect the contrasts already ex' 
IstlngiZ to the fill I n g 1 n .

This old man has been 
a steady-going workman and it is a long 
illness tbat brings him here -and the re- 
fusal of his sons to help him. 1 am going 
to write those sons a letter they will not 
forget." 

The old man had turned into the little 
room where he was to wait for the Aims- 
house van. 

A "canary," smoking his pipe with 
cheerfol complaisance, the air of a man 
taking his ease in his inn, sat on the 
bench opposite the door and iin-ctcd the 
newcomer with airy h.-urtiuess, volunteer- 
ing the lime at whicli the van was to be 
expected. He knew it well. Two dismal 
old v^■umen moved along a little to give 
him room on tlie bench. It was still an 
hour before the time for the wagon, and 
towards the end of it this rujigcd old 
man's face had taken on that melancholy 
hopelessness of expression that distiii- 
giiisbes all of them — all save the cheerful 
old "canaries," as they are called, to 
whom it is all familiar. 

I?iit when roused at that time by a ques- 
tion from an outsiucr as to just howne, a 
wurkman, could have touched this extrem- 
ity, a look of alarm came into his face as 
he instantly devined the purpo.se. 

"For God's sake don't put this in the 
newspapers," he said. "I am seventy-one 
years of ate, hut 1 will soon be able to 
work aL-aiiTand then I will leave the placi-. 
It must never be known that .lohii Fell 
went to the almsbouse. No! No! My 
sons are all right. Tbe one tbat is em- 
ployed by Mr. Fair tells me tbat it is more 
than he can do to support himself and the 
other that is in Los Angeles has been look- 
ing for work for u year and cannot find it. 
I was at work in the navy-yard and hurt 
myself. I will soon be all right, so plea.se 
don't put it iu tbe newspapers." 

Out of respect for his plea, therefore, 
John Fell, as given above, is not his name. 

"If tiie annals of tbe poorhonses were 
faithfully written," saia Mrs. Weaver, 
matron of tbe San Francisco Almshouse, 
speaking of this case, "they would form 
the most pathetic of histories. Ju.st the 
other day an old man who has been a 
faithful ciiii.loyee of the Paoilic Mail 
.'-'teamship Company for forty-three ytars 
reached fiere at last. He had occupied 
responsible positions for a great part of 
that time, lie represented the company 
for years at .\caputcii. But fevers aii-.i 
other misfortunes kept him poor. For 
several years past he has been watchman 
in the company's coslvards here, and he 
says he was just eetting upon his feet 
again when some change in the manage- 
ment resulted in bis summary di.schargc. 
After a lifetime of steady industry, an un- 
relieved struggle, he is here — separated 
from big wife, somewhat younger than 
himself, who has taken np the struggle 
alone. 

"Kilt sprakin;; of nngratefnl children." 
contiinicd Mrs. Weaver, "we have Lear's 
story rcpeateil here with variations almost 
daily. The old saying that one mother 
can 'care for for fourteen children, but 
fourteen children are often finahle to care 
for one mother is Shown to be a minnion- 
plrice triiLsm. 

"We had a recent instance: A neat 
little old lady of an intelligence imme- 
diately apparent arrived with the others 
and went through the ordeal of being 
questioned and assigned to her room— tbat 
moment of arrival that is most trjMng to 
those of :111V rotinemcnt when the full 
horror of being in the poorhouse is upon 
them— with a hard, steady face that meant 
to accept it and not waver. 

"I divined something of her case and 
did what 1 could to make her comfortable 
and cause her to feel tbat her days here 
might still be bright and cheerful. 
Scarcely an hour after she arrived a car- 
riage drove up and two well-dressed yotins 
women came in and asked if this u'li lady 
was here. I told them she had just ar- 
rived. 

■ '.She is our mother,' said one of them, 
'and we are well able to take care of her. 
It is a mere caprice, her coming heie. 
Please tell her that we have come to take 
her home.' I did not do that, bnt without 
saying wiiu it was told llie old lady that 
she was wanted in the ofhce. 

"When she stood in the doorway and 
saw her pert daughters in their stylish 
dresses her eyes lit up with anger, but 
she waited until they spoke. 

" 'Mother, we have come to take you 
home. What in the world do yon mean 



that wp are able to take care of you,' the 
manner being anything but kindly and in- 
vitiiief. 

" 'That I do, indeed' — with a steady, 
low, tense voico and taking a step toward 
theiu— 'but 1 have been made welcome 
here and here I shall remain. The dread 
of going to the poorhouse has hung_ over 
me for years as the terrible alternative of 
living in in y ilaiiglitcrs' house, and know- 
ing that m'v daughters did not want me 
there. Inde'ed, I know miite wrll that you' 
are able to take care of tiie, but w hen have 
you allowed a day to pass that you hove 
not given mo to' understand that 1 was a 
liiirdeti to you'.' What did voti expect? .• 
Where was 1 to go? l>id you imagine that 
I would live on always that w ay ? Well, 
j'ou are rid of me. I fiope you may be sat- 
isfied. I am certain tliat'l shall be hap- 
pier. I have lakMi the step: 1 am in the 
poorhouse. where you have sent me. I 
shall compose my.'sclf to remain here to 
the end of my days. You may go home 
with the knowledge that 1 shall no more 
spend my nights in weeping as I did when 
under the roof of my ungrateful daughters. 
1 am glad that you came, so that these 
people may know" how wickc l yoii have 
been, and to what they are indebted lor 
my coming here.' 

"With this the little woman turned and, 
w ithoiit w aiting for their answer, although 
they bc;:aii ai once to protest, went back 
to her room. The daughters made a long 
defense, of course, charging their mother 
with imaginary slights that never were in- 
tended, and all Ihiii. They wanted to-fol- 
low and entreat her. hut I rcfusiHl to allow 
it. Tbcy iiiia!I>' weiilawav. lici lariiig that 
they were sure slit; w ouiii .-o-ui i»c willing 
to return to t liciii. Hat .-lie never has. Not 
only that, but she refuses lo accept the 
clothes and other things which they wonl'd 
be glad to supply her with, and seems — 
whether or not she really is —perfectly con- 
tent with her sewing, at which she is 
always busy. Hers is by no means the 
only case of that kind that is here. 

"But we had quite a different situation 
not long a^'O. with much the same ; tyle of 
characters, as one luighi .say, of a play. 
Think of a woman designed as au inmate 
to a iMjorbouse being brought here in a 
l arriage. She was just such a trim little 
body as is the other, having a rich Irish 
brogue, thougli. and a keen, alert manner. . 
1 was not in at the moment of her arrival, 
and the knowledge of the c.-irriaL-c ctime 
later. They brought her up the front way, , 
turned ber over to some of the attendants, 
patted her on the shoulder, fusaed about a 
little and went away. When I arrived on 
llie scene the little woman was just begin- • 
ning to get hysterical. The umi womCA 
who brought her here were relatives, near 
or aistant, and they had represented to her 
that they were taking her to a hospital.' 
She had'just begun to realize/that there 
had been sonic deception, and she turned 
deliaiitly to me to know what this place 
was. I 'told her as soothingly as 1 could. 

"."she made a tanind pa^l nie, and, like a ' 
1-4 year-old girl, dashed down the hallway 
and through a screen door without stop- 
ping, and out upon the portico. The range 
of wooded hills that form the horizon im- 
pressed her instantly, no doubt with the 
sense of being far from home. On the 
half-mile of road that may be seen from 
where she was even the dust had settled 
behind the carriage that was gone. She 
took in the scene and the impression tbat 
went with it in just an instant, and wlieel- 
iiig round ran back and threw herself 
prostrate on the floor of the hall, and 
while kicking h> r heels, now like a nine- 
year-old girl, iitlcfe.l the most piercing 
scream.s. 1 had lo remain with her almost 
all that night. It was a lonu time liefore 
she would listen to me at all. 

" 'Look at me.' I said. 'Do I look as 
though I would harm you? lam your 
friend and mean to help yon.' 

"At last when .somewhat exhac.strd she 
did look at lue and mutual conruiciu c was 
established. The next morning some other 
relative came to the office to make inc^ui- 
ries about the old lady, evidently being 
uneasy about the transaction, bnt she got 
awuy 'too 1-icfore 1 saw her. 1 learned her 
name, however, visited her at a very com- 
fortable home on Eddy street, and the next 
day she came and tooE her away. As she 
went, full of resentment to her relatives, 
upon whom she really had a claim to take 
care of her, and with the inTcritioii, no 
duubt, of making it liot for them, she 
turned to rac and in her rich brogue ex- 
rlaimed: "Indade, Mrs. Weaver, the worst 
that may be said alMut this place is'Uie 
rfit."

HE LOVES TO SAVE LIFE. 

Jolin Kelley's Herolani la liikoly to Be 
KeeoBiilsed. 

John Kelley, late of the United States 
navy and a veteran of the G. A. E., lincoln 
Post No. 1, has received information that 
his application for a medal for heroism in 
saving human life is being favorably con- 
sidered by the authorities at Washington. 
Mr. Kelley's claims are being advocated by 
Senator George C. Perkins. 

Among Kelley's exploits'are; Saving 
of a comrade on the ship of war Tuskora, 
off Wilmington, N. C, in isrrj; saving of 
Augustine and .louthern, September 1 
1889; Andrew Miller, May 5, 1892; China- 
man, April 14, 1*94. As a schoolbov Mr. 
Kelley saved a schoolmate named Shorty 
Bissell from drowning in the Brunswick 
dock, Liverpool. In 1673 he was the lirst 
to volunteer to man the lifeboat which 
saved the crew of a vessel which was being 
pounded to pieces on the west .side of the 
piers at Cleveland, Ohio. Charles Good- 
win, now captain of the lifeboat station at 
Cleveland, was present at the time.

■W. at their celebrations. As an after- 
dinner speaker he .succeeds admirably. He 
has the distinction of rcpresentintr tlie col- 
lege on both the intercollegiate and < :aruot 
debates. 

Mr. Flaherty is 23 years of age, having 
been b..rn in San Francisco in Januarv, 
1872.

MUOH AD O ABOPI 'a HAME. 

An Englishman in Germany I,tkely to ISr 
Fined for CallinK Hia Baby Franels. 

A correspondent, an Englishman living 

in (Jermany for business purposes, writes 
to us as follows: "English law is often 
said to bristle with anomalies, but my ex- 
perience over here will show that other 
countries are, in some respects at any rate, 
worse ott. In October last my wife had a 
son, and we desired to give him my Chris- 
tian name, 'Francis.' When I went to the 
Standes-amt to register this name regls- 
tnition was refused. I was infornn d that 
according to the law of the lUh dav of Ger- 
niinal of the year 11, only names which are 
in the calendar or taken from ancient his- 
torv are permitted. 

I made inquiries as to the origin and his- 
tory of this law, and am told that at the 
time this act was passed there were in 
Paris a large number of people who ilem- 
onstrated their iiolitics by giving their 
children the name Robespierre and the 
like. This was objectionable to the party 
in power, and hence the law. It stiU re- 
mains in force in some parts of the fier- 
man Empire, which at that time were 
Fremdi, and includes in these parts the 
use of such real German names as Hans, 
Marianna and Annaliese (the ancestress of 
tbeprincely house of Anhalt Dessau). 

"lappealed to all the superior courts for 
a more liberal interpretation of the law 
hut neither was my pica that 'Francis' 
was merely short for Franciskus,' who 
does occur in the German calendars re- 
garded, nor was my claim that Sir Francis 
Drake and Francis Bacon might be re- 
garded as heroes of ancient history ac- 
ce))ted. I was fortunate in securing the 
assistance of the Foreign Oflice. and her 
-Majesty's charge (j'affaires at Munich en- 
deavored to obtain for me the permission 
I desired, to call my son by my own name 
but it was all without avail; the registra- 
tion was forbidden. 

"The higher courts at Zweibnicken and 
Munich appear to have regarded the ease 
as a test one, for they gave no costs against 
me. The decision in the final appeal was 
delivered on Wednesday last, so that till 
then it was impossible for me to complet" 
the registration. According to the law 
this .--hould be completed within two 
months after the birth; but, in reply to 
inquiries, I was told by the officials that 
In cases where appeals were entered this 
term was prolonged till the appeal was de- 
cided. You may judge, therefore, of my 
snrpnse wlien to-day I found myself sen- 
tenced by the Police Court here to a fine 
of three marks and costs, or in default one 
day's imprisonment, for not having ef- 
fected the registration in time. My solicit- 
ors are doubtful whether I can get out of 
this, so that it ap]>ears likely that I shall 
be fined or go to prison for wanting to call 
my baby 'Francis.' "—London DaUy News.

I'he building is a two-stdiy brick, and IB 
owhed by Bird & Haughy, proprietors 
of tbe Cadifomia Saw Works, It is num- 
bered 313 and 21.5, Bird & Haughy occu- 
pving the former and Littell G Co. the lat- 
ter. 

I-ittell it Co. close up their premises 
every afternoon at ."5:30 o'clock, and did so 
on Tuesday, March About fifteen 

minutes later M r. Bird, who was alone in 
his ofiice next door, was startled by a loud 
explosion, ! i i 1 1 - ! ook the building. 

He jnmped from his seat and made a 
hurried examination of his premises, but 
found no evidence ot an explosion. He 
went to the rear and got into Littell & 
Co.'s place. He found it filled with smoke 
,and there was an overpowering smell of 
powder and chaicoaL 

After the smoke had partially cleared 
away he saw pieces of live charcoal scat- 
tered around which lunl ignited a i)nantity 
of excelsior. He <iuickly extinguished the 
Hamcs and made a careful search for the 
cause of the explosion. 

In the center of the store there was a 
barrel about half full of live charcoal, 
which is used in the works for soldering 
purpfises. The barrel h;i'i I'een lutrs! a..un- 
der, anti on liutking aruuuLi he saw a pow- 
dcr llask which had been burst open, and 
on touching it he found that It was hot. 
The mystery was explained. 

Some one with a sinister motive in view 
had shortly l>efore the works were closed 
for the. day slipped the powder-flask into 
the Imrrei and 'deftly covered itoverwitb 
the live charcoal. As soon as the heat 
melted the solder round the bottom of the 
tia-k the jpowder exploded and scattered 
the live charcoal over the place, setting lire 
to the e.xeelsi.ir. tlie evident intention l e- 
ing to l.urn down the building. 

The liusk would contain one pound of 
powder. It bears the label of the Hazard 
Powder Company. It is in possession of 
the Kire Marshal.

THE HI6 HE8T A IR-LEVEL. 

A Selentlfia BsIIoon Voyage Into the 
Elatreine I'pper Begloas. 

The last and most important aeronautic 
voyage made by Dr. A. Berson in the bal- 
loon Phcenix, on tne 4th of December of 
last year, is described by that gentleman 
in the Journal of AUOllalil&CS And Atmoe- 
pheric Phy.sics. 

On the evening of the 3d of Deoember 
there was a stormy east wind, which made 
the poeaiUUtjr of the ]oi»mey donbtfnl, 
bat It fell dttring tbe night, and at 6 o'clook 
the next morning Lieutenants Gross and 
Marker proceeded, by the light of ah elec- 
tric lamp, to fill the Phfenix with 2000 
cubic meters of hydrogen gas. Dr. Ber.son 
somewhat altered his preparations to suit 
the sneeial circumstances and ai ins of his 
aerial trip. He left the heavy anchor be- 
hind, and stretched out the long Schlepp- 
gnrt grapiiling-strap on the ground in the 
direction of the wind before commencing 
bis tonr. 

The varions instruments and baskets ef 
utensils were bong np in such a manner as 
to faclIltaU tbe government of the balloon 
and the conscientious recording of scientific 
observations, even during the exhaoatilon 
produced in the human body When at a 
high altitude. At 10:28 the command to 
"let loose" was given. In a quarter of an 
hour the balloon had already arrived ot a 
height of 2000 meters. Btassfurt, the place 
where it was filled, was sailed over in a 
northwesterly direction. The whole of the 
beautiful Hars Moiutains lay on the hori- 
son below tbe vo:r«frer. The air in general 
was foggy and thick flocks of small clouds 
hid the earth now and then. At first the 
temperature rose. At a height of ISOO 
meters it was more than 5 d*g. centigrade 
above zero. Dr. Berson made oonbte notes 
of tbe r e adin g s of the instruments, cast 
a glance at the balloon and its 
ropes, looked down at the earth and 
threw out two sacks of ballast. An hour 
after the start he had risen higher than 
5000 meters and the temperature sank to 
18 deg. below seio and the air became very 
dry. The sun's rays were weak. When 
4300 meters' height was reached, the aero- 
naut felt the hrst slitrht increase of his 
heart's action after lifting the heavy sand- 
bags. At 11 -.ir, A. H. he reached the height 
ot 0000 meters and the temperature sank to 
2.\5 deg. below zero. He felt a little palj.i- 
tation of the heart and slight general dis- 
comfort, but was otherwise well. At 12 
o'clock, one hour and a half after the start, 
he began, at a height of 67.10 meters and a 
temperature of 29 deg. below zero, to 
breathe artificial oxygen from the bags he 
had with him, and with excellent effect. 
At 12:2,') the bold aeronaut had outpasscd 
HOOO meters, at u temperature of 39 deg. be- 
low zero. He was now higher than he had 
been in tbe preceding May, when his high- 
est point had been 79.'!n meters, and tnis 
time he felt much better than then. 
He now never dared to cease breath- 
ing the bags of oxygen excet>t for a 
few seconds at a time and during 
those brief pauses he feltdizxy and danger- 
ously weak. But while continuing the 



artificial breathing he constantly and with 
relative ease fulfilled all necessary work. 
Only once did his eyes close in .«pite of 
himself, but the next moment he roused 
himself, scolding at his own negligence; 
his voice in the rarefied air sounded 
strangely muffled. When at the heig:ht of 
7700 meters he had already risen higher 
thaii Olaisher, when the latter aeronaut 
took his last note of the temperature. At 
the height of SiflO meters Dr. Berson 
thought of the two French scientists who 
had died at that height. At about 8500 
meters Berson reached the greatest height 
arrived at by Glaisher on Heptehiber.l, ife, 
Hrheii the latter fainted away, only to awake 
aftet bis companions had stopped the bal- 
loon from rising any higher. But 
Dr. Berson, after momentary exam- 
ination of his own strength ahd 
his provision ot ballast, ventured 
to rise higher. The temperafnre had al- 
ready sunk to 42 degrees below zero (ecnti- 
gratle). At the height of \mi meters his 
balloon passed through and above the thin 
stratiun of high oirtus clouds, which he 
had noticed high in the sky at his start. 
The veil-like stratum consisted not of ice 
drystals, Imt of well-formed small snow- 
flakes. At 12:4.". .\. M., two and a halt hours 
after the start, the liarometer indicated 
only 231 millimeters, which corresponds 
with a sea height of MXX) meters, and a 
true height of 9130 meters. The ther- 
mometer stood at 47.9 degrees below zero. 
Even (he quicksilver in the barometer had 
cooled to 2i) degrees, and the ray ther- 
mometer, in full sunshine, indicated 
onlv 23.8 degrees. The balloon now 
stopped. There were Otily six large and 
one small sacks of ballast left, which 
were necessary fordeseendinL' and landing. 
The balloon stood above the thin snow- 
clouds in a clear sky, which stretched 
faintly blue al>ove. Dr. Berson felt so well 
that lie could certainly have risen another 
1000 meters, bnt he could not have done so 
without risking the whole of his successful 
journey. At tliis immense height, 'Jl.'iO 
meters", befell niuch ijettcr than a short 
time before. Dr. Berson opehed the gas 
valve now and then and the PhosOix grad- 
ually descended, till at the height of 7.W0 
meters it stopped and asrain heiraii to 
rise. Another pull at the valve cnised it 
to rede.scend. At the height of 8500 meters 
it sailed over a river with mighty curves; 
it was the Elbe, at the part, aswas after*' 

ward found, near DomitJTi 
Hut now the terrible cold Ibegan to have 

effect. Dr. Berson, clothed as he Was in 
thick furs, began to shake in every limb so 
vi(dcntly that he was obliged to hold on to 
the rim" of the basket. In slow waving 
motion the balloon Sank and sank, and 
during the whole descent only one sack of 
liiill;ist was thrown out at the height of 
:ij"«i meters to moderate the rapiditv. 
Meanw hile a close siratnin of heavy cloui*.3 
had hidden the earth and prevented any 
ascertaining of the balloon's ix)silion. The 
slow descent, however, allowed of another 
set ot observations being taken, and now 
the highest temperature, about six degrees 
above zero, was found at the height of 1400 
meters. Tncnre ilown to the earth it sank 
again five degrees. A whole hour 
after Herr Berson bad been at the 
greatest height of his trip two of 
his lingers were frozen, but he brought 
them to life again bv energetic frir tion. In 
the enormous colJ the baroirraph had 
stopped for a while. In the afternoon, at 
8 o'clock, the northern skv showed un- 
mlstakatile signs of "water.'' and Dr. Ber- 
son decided that he must descend more 
nipidly. .\fter a few more fieiitle ups and 
downs he could distinguish the noise an(i 
.steam whistles of some large town. When 
-'.VI meters high there appeared at last 
helow him the gray earth, covered by a 
cloudy sky. Now, With the drag-strap the 
balloon passed over a lake, and presently 
landed, w itii the help of some countrymen 
who came up, at 3:45 F. x, on a stubble- 
lield at Bchonwohld, in tbe west of Kiel, 
on the v«ry evening when tbe German Em- 
peror, the founder of the Phoenix, hap- 
liened to be stayiue in tlist city. 

The ascent of the balloon had taken two 
hours and twentv minntesj the descent 
full three hours, 'i he most important re- 
sults were as follows: 1. The arrival at a 
greater height than was ever reached be- 
fore. 2. The ascertaining of an unusually 
low temperature at that height and "a 
much greater lowering of the temperature 
between l.WO meters and 9*200 meters than 
was ever before accepted tot tbe winter. 

3. A chan^ of temperature mornings and 
ereniUKs till the height of I.IOO meters. 

4. Ileiatively very weaic insulation even at 
the greatest height. 6. Humidity in the 
highest regions and fine mist in the sky to 
the enormous height Of more than 1^000 
meters. 8. Snownake structure of the 
cirrus clouds at 80U0 metres. 7. Tremend- 
ous increase of the swiftness of the wind 
upward, for. with nlniost ;ierfect ealm on 
the surface of the earth, more than 310 
kilometers were made in live hours and 
seventeen minutes, which gIVM ■ IMdlum 
swiftness of 1014 meters per second.

The stock is valued 
nt about IIO.OOO, and Deputy Internal Rev- 
enue Agent B. M. Thomas, who in com- 
pany with Deputy Revende Collectors 
Lannigan and Chandler made the seizure, 
is confident that tha whole establishment 
will escheat to the United States Govern- 
ment. 

The Superior f'ourt has its receiver in 
ch arce, liowevcr. and as Collector Wclborn 
clia not wipii to antagonize the State 
authorities, he lirst of all communicated 
with Judge Hebbard. His Honor has not 
yet given a decision in the case, bnt the 
Federal officials are, nevertheless, going 
ahead, and United States District Attorney 
j Foote is now preparing the papers in the 
ca.-e. Coiiector 'Welbom, as a matter of 
precaution, has submitted the facts in the 
case to the authorities in Washinsfon, but 
he has no doubt whatever but what he 
will receive instructions to^^r to oontis- 
cate the establishment. 

As Mrs. Rosenthal, however, asserts 
that during the last month or so she has 
only been running the store as an assistant 
to Iteceiver Riley there are liable to be 
some complications before the matter is 
settled. 

Mrs. Fanny Rosenthal is well known in 
San francifico. For ycirs her husband 
kept a cigar-stand on Montgomery, near 
Sacramento. A short time ago they moved 
to 8M Market and fitted up one of the 
moM extensive places on that thorough- 
fate. The hnsbahd and wife did not agree 
very well, and the latter finally sued for 
divorce. She Secured the decree and nearly 
all the community properly. In revenue 
the husband used to go down to the shop 
and make faces at her through the window. 
For thi.'< she bad him arrested, but finally 
forgave him aM wtBUMA his telease. A 
month ago RnsentbM died, and *ver since 
the widow has been trying to settle up the 
estate.

She denies positively 
that she attempted to evade theimyment 
of the revenue duties, but nevertheless 
Collector Welborn and Revenue .^gent 
Thomas are confident that tlicy have a 
sure case against her.

CALLS FOB ABESQUEFABTY 



For Relief of Political Prison- 
• ■. ERS Who He Says Are 
Fa;.::sh:mg. 



Joaqnin Miller "arriTed unexpectedly 
from Honolaln yesterday by the steamship 
Anstralia. The Foeiof the Sierras loolra 
faagKard, haggard and hairy, like the rem- 
nants of a stockyard, or as if he had been 
hunting bear and found a pretty big one 
after a hard winter, lie came ashore by 
the Australia from Honolulu without bag 
or bagpa;;!' and his name does not appear 
on the passenger list. 

"Were yon deported, Mr. HillerT" he was 
nsked. 

"Hp, I' was not deported," he replied, 
*'bnt i did not publish my intended depart- 
ure in the newspapers. I told Minister 
Willis that I' intended to leave on the 
steamer. lie was my only cmifidant. I 
came on board witli this packaue which 
you see in my hand, wliich contains a vol- 
umt- of u:y poems and a few manuscripts, 
together with a letter to mv publishers. I 
thought on the whole I had better leaye as 
1 did, for if I had stayed a little longerthey 
might have put me in jail. There are too 
■many people injail'there now. so when I 
came on board of the steamer I left word I 
might return by the pilot-boat, but yon 
see 1 didn't. On, yes; the condition of 
affairs tliere is somethinc; terrible. 

"1 can stand hard work up on my ranch, 
but 1 can't very well stand to see men 
suffer for air and water withont pufferinp 
also. I have more gray hairs from the 
past three months than from the seven 
years' work on my hills. But we won t 
talk of that. 1 will tell you of the sea; the 
jgreat sapphire .sea of glass, the deep, deep 
flue and the blue, blue deep, r-ii days 
and seven nights to Honolulu anil everv 
day a serene and n stfiil Piiiiday. Fancy 
si-x Sundays in a string;. That is what the 
trip to Honolulu seems like to me — a string 
of pearls to be laid up in vour recollection 
u the most precious of all your treasures 
of tr svels. 

"The ocean is so uiilike all others ; a great 
big lazy, loilinp, good-natured thinji that 
would not get angry ,ir cvcti pet you angry 
if it could help it. The waves are big hlue 
elephants that take the ship on their 
shonlders and carry it along day after day 
and nieht after nicht without ever spilling 
so much as a glass of wine. I tell you. my 
boy, the man who lias not seen the tfand'- 
wich Islands, in the heart of this one great 
ocean's warm heart, has not seen the 
world : in fact, he has not been to sea at all. 
And then the color! The Atlantic is gray, 
wrinkled, cross and crabbed. This ocean, 
a dozen leagues from land, is as serene in 
its deep blue hue as a day in June. 

"Indeed there is no blue so blue; there is 
no tranquillity so sublimely tranquil. No 
mail, no sail, no sound. The ship refuses 
to creak or groan, as on the Atlantic or 
Mediterranean. The great, bi^, lazy, blue 
elephants kee]i ri^'ht along with the load 
on their shouMers till you sail under a 
rainbow into Hunuluhi "harbor, and you 
hardly know you have been to sea at all. 
And indeed yon have not ; as seas go. 

"Tou sit up late at night as you near 
the islands. Vou want to feed your body 
on the soft, warm perfume of the sea, and 
feast your soul on the boundless blue 
above, with its Southern Croed. Ajtd tiien 
the world of stars and the World of blue 
below, where the stars 

LikP swan on sweet St. Marj-** lake 
Float double, swau aaa abadow. 

"I teli you, boy, on the night of the sixth 
Sunday out, I saw the blue above folded 

down on the blue below, and fastened 
there by star-headed nails of gold." 

"But the men in jail down there? You 
got back all right?" 

"All right! lligbt as 12 o'clock. Vou 
see a man who would not rest and get all 
right in the six Sundays' ride up to Pan 
Francisco would have to be a corpse to be- 
gin with. You sail right up in the eve of 
the sun. One morning a little girl cried 
out, 'Oh, mamma! I know where Califor- 
nia is now. It is right ahead yonder, whew 
the sun rises. I can almost see CaUfomia 
everj- time the sun rises!' " 

"But how about Honolulu?" 

"(Jreat place 1 grc4it place. I am almost 
tempted to pull up stakes and go down 
there. If I had two lives to live I should 
spend one of them there, and have half a 
mind to give what little I have left of one. 
■Were 1 yoting, like yourself, I should go 
right down there and make a fortune. 
Statistics show that it is the richest place 
on the globe, per capita. The land is rich 
beyond description, and not hard to get 
hold of. The coffee is the best on the 
globe. All the b, st rire, suear. bananas, 
Jtineapples come from tiiere." 

"But the war in Hunolulu— were vou in 
tliatV 

■•(>h, that's all right— no war there; 
nothing but rainbows of peace and rain- 
bows of promise — the biggest and the 
brightest rainbows ever seen. It is a little 
world all of itself — everything little but the 
rainbows and the hip crops. "They are end- 
less, literally endless. 1 have seen rain- 
bows in a complete circle there. The 
clouds cling to the crags above the woodv 
town till torn in two; then thev drift alxiut 
and spill out and make rainlKiws anil <lo all 
sorts of things in one end of town while the 
sun is shining in the other end of town. It 
is one continual poem and panorama of 
color and change and illusion— great big 
yellow trumpet flowers, big and bright as 
the trumpets of a brass band; flowers of 
fire hanging down as you ride by around 
the island under the crags, as if rooted in 
the clouds, and the br^htest birds and the 
nmsiest I ever saw or heard." 

"And everything quiet down there ex- 
cept the birds?" 

"Kverything; peace rei;_'ns in Warsaw! 
And now, young man, tliat is alin\it all I 
have to say. Hut I would like it yuu would 
put one thing in the pai>er for me. It will 
save me a task, and I want to go up home, 
for my mother ia not well, and my place is 
at her side. I was asked last year to speak 
to the women of the Century Club of San 
Francisco, and I had it in niy nnndto do it 
now. But you can say what I want to say 
to them. 

"1 want you to ptiblish the addresses of 
Caloncl As'hford, Major Seward and T. W. 
Walker, so that they, or any of the women 
of San Francisco or anywhere, or anybody 
of any place, can send them somt-iliinj^ to 
read. TiiL-y have almost nothing to read 
except a few armfuls of books and such 
stuffas I could pick up from time to time 
in Honolulu, and the.v are pent up in the 
penitentiary down there among hundpids 
of other i>oor creatures, and must have 
something to break the monotony 
of their misery. Their ceils are 
only 5 by 8 feet. Men are two In each cell. 
They are locked in at 4 :30 p. m. and are kept 
in this 'tank,' by twos, till S:30 A. m. 
Then they have for breakfast a little piece 
of meat, a like piece of bread and a cup of 
tM; then they are let out to get air for one 
boor; then they are locked up till 12 ic. ; 
then they have • enp of tea and poi; then 
■ntaoor ef air; then locked tipagaintia 



4:30 p, M., when they hare one cracker 

each and a cup of tea. 

"This bill of fare and of air I took down 
from the lips of George Lycurgus, a man 
well know7i in San Francisco and Hono- 
lulu, last week, when he was released 
after lifty-one days in pri.son on that fare. 
He was never told why he was arrested. 
He was simply arrested, kept lifty-one 
days and then turned out. He liad been a 
friend of the novelist, Robert I^ouis Stev- 
enson, and you know they didn't like the 
great novelist in Honoltuu. But I must 
not get into detail or I shall never have 
done. 

•'I only want to say that there are hun- 
dreds down there still in prison, and they 
are lonesome, miserablg, desperate, dying I 
They are also verj' weak. They do not 
want any solid reading stuff. I want the 
women of California to send them their 
magazines, light novels, illustratoil papers 
and .so on. Their address is Honolulu 
Penitentiary, H. 1.— may be 'The Oahu 
Prison' would be more strictly correct. 
Perhaps the latter is best, for I know that 
anv technical advant:u-'e w ill be resorted to 
to keep the matter from ihem by some of 
their persecutors. But they have a good 
wartlen. Captain Lowe is kind and con- 
siderate, and will deliver all that comes to 
his hand to the poor fellows, after looking 
to see that no 'politics' is smuggled in. 

"Bear in mind nil they can hojie to get 
is let'itiinalc matter. I'ossibiy the sender 
may be required to put her name on what 



sweet Sunday air of Honolulu with those 
hundreds of hollow eyes peering through 
the bars, and those livid lips gasping 
for breath, I don't know. I don t think 
he ever saw one of those men in prison. 1 
know he had not seen the prisoners when I 
hrst went to beg for them; to beg breath 
for them !" 

"You saw the ex-Queen, Mr. Miller. 
What do j'ou think of her?" 

''I saw almost nothing of her except as a 
prisoner in the dock, although I sat all her 
fearful trial throurrh. But 1 will say this, 
that'll" all those who i>articipated in her 
arrest and trial, and of all that was said 
and done, the only Christian was that 
noor dusky old woman in the midst of 
hundreds of cruel men ; the only Ohristian 
act or utterance came from her. Get her 
statement, written by herself in Kanaka, 
and translated by the Government and 
read, at the end of her long and ncedles.s 
trial. But don't read the version which 
has been published by the Government. 
As an example of the justice ( ?) shown her 
on trial, the prosecution moved to strike 
out portions m her statement, and it was 
done! 

"Annexation? Yes and no. What the 
masses want is annexation, and they may 
force the head of the Government to want 
it. Of course, the big planters can't af- 
ford it in a strict business sense. You see, 
that would break up the slavery, or con- 
tract .system, fostered by the Dole Govern- 
ment. "But, as said before, the honest

They 
bought another cannon last week and 
made great presents of money to the 
police; but if tliev don't liberate them, 
they or some expedition, the very last and 
lowest of jiolitical prisoners, and then re- 
turn the lands they appropriated from the 
natives and Queen under the name of the 
Crow n lands, then I shall go to Japan. 
You know one of the big Jap generals 
spent nearly a year with me over the bay 
at my home before their war, and so I am 
no stranger at court. I think I shall only 
have to state the case and promise politi- 
cal rights to the oppressed 2(1,000 contract 
slaves of Japan down there, and so on, to 
get an ironclad. 

"Why, sir, what if some one should come 
from some great sea and say to the world : 
'There are hundreds of good men awav 
out yonder kept in the vilest jirisons b.v 
men who betrayed a woman and roblxii 
her, and there is plenty of gold and a 
kingdom waiting for whoever will liberate 
those good men?' That is tiie true situa- 
tion. No. the soldiers' down there won't 
livht for Dole. They won't fight to keep 
tliose men in prison. It is not human. 
Nobody with gocnl sense would expect it. 
They get $40 a month and lots of good 
things besides. Bnt ten cowboys and ten 
minutes, with a brass j ieceor two, would 
bequite enough to , ( t -.i new President. 

"The fact is they are already falling out. 
For Dole never had half the whites with 
him, except when they suddenly turned 
out in the riot recently. And then, like 
myself, they expected quiet. But instead 
of that Dole ana his few friends arrested 
one after another perhaps twice their own 
nuiiilicr. I think Dole has more enemies in 
orison to-day than he has disinterested 
friends at his side. Indeed, I doubt if he has 
any friends at all who are not under pay as 
civil or military olficers or in some way 
sellishly interested in his oligarchy. 

"No one now pretends that it is a repub- 
lic, for it is simply 1001*, more or less, oflS- 
cers and interested people despotically rul- 
ing by prison bars and bayonets the 99,000 
under them. 

"But I don't want to say anything about 
Hawaiian politics. I only want to say, 
'Send those men in prison something to 
reaii.' For whatever 1 may say will be 
di-piiteil by such men as iletaiiied a dead 
priest, bullied a dyina ;renius. plundered a 
contidiiiir woiiiau, and imprisoned honest 
men without law or reason. But one thing 
they will not dispute, for I have the fol- 
lowing from one of themselves in black 
and white: 'Number of political prisoners 
in Oahu Penitentiary, li<.5, March 2.' 
Then rerniils w ill show that twenty-five 
natives were condemned next day, twenty- 
three for five years and two for six yean 
each, making 210 in this one prison alone I 
But there are two more iu Honolulu. 
From thesis two 1 was debarred, for it was 
soon found 1 was takiui; notes and digging 
up ugly facts. I can'i tell half. 

"There has been n^.ibinp nearly so mon- 
strous since tbe'Keign of 'Terror. The yard 
in front of the penitentiary is crowded 
■with poor native women wafting tnms to 
see father, husband, son. I have often 
gone early in the morning and waited the 
whole day through without venturing to 
intercede. I had to be very careful for 
fear I might do harm instead of good, and 
even now must not mention names. But 
the numlier 1 had are the fearful facts. 
I call the attention of the world to these, 
after waiting already too long. Too many 
iu jail down there. If that prison was 
here the women of California would not 
let it stanil two days; no, not two hours. 
Meantime please, please send the poor fel- 
lows something. Let tiiem know we at 
least hiive hearts."

Joe Carter is the otaly one of the whole 
crowd who has had the conrage to expose 
his opinion and to hold his ground, thoiieli 
it has been at tlie expense of liis broad and 
butter. Notwithstanding his linancial 
difficulties the Government cannot make 
him budge an inch from the stand he took 
at the outset. He niaiiitiiins that the Gov- 
ernment IS l.ias£(l ujc'ii fraiiii, and tiiat it 
cannot and must not be permitted to 
stand. 

Tlio natives are solid for Carter, and if 
affairs should ever take shape again they 
will rally around him as their leader. Tlie 
attempt to bring them into line by taking 
the oath to the (iovernment and joining 
tlip -■Vniiexalion clubs has }iroved a dismal 
failure, and this has been a sore disap- 
pointment to the Government, which has 
been working Sam Parker, John Colbum, 
Charlie Wilson and other ex-le.aders of the 
IIa»aii:ins to briiif; them into line. 

In the meantime tlie Govprnment is 
keeping op its military expenditures. It 
is importing Hotchkiss guns and shiplonds 
of ammunition, and this is called popular 
government. 

Tbe Council has been busy the past week 
making a lot of new laws, among which is 
the ol(r"dangerons person" act, which is a 
disgrace to our Government, .\notlieris 
the indemnity act, which provides tliat 
nothing the (iovernment diii during the 
reign of martial law can be made a matter 
of damage claims by any foreign ritizen 
who may have been injured in person or 
proirerty during that time. 

The Expcutivp Council amended the law 
relating to sedition and President Dole has 
apjiroved its action. The press is silenced 
by this law. This is tlie amcndniont : 

if any person is convined of tlie offense of 
the publication of a sclitious lil.el wiili retev- 
ence to the publication of words in a news- 
paper of whim he is an editor, publisher, 
owner or proprietor, the Judje or Magistrate 
tryini; the case may, iu addition to the sen- 
tence awarded against such person suspend the 
furtlier publication of such nawspaper for anv 
period not exceeding four years. Every stich 
suspension of the puDlicatiott of a newspaper 
shall extend to and Inclnde any newspaper 
that may be started In place of such suspended 
newspaper, having the penon so convtoted of 
seditious libel as an emtor, publisher, owner 
or proprietor thereof. 

This is the full text of the statement 
which the ex-(}ucen, Liliuokalani, made: 

In the year 1H!I3, on the 14th day of January, 
at the request <il a large majority of the Hh- 
waiian pcdf-lc, and l»y and with tlui advice and 
consent of my ("ahiiiet, I pro]'ii>e(i to make 
certain chaimes In llie cousiitulum of the Ha- 
waiian Kingdom which were suggested to mc 
as being for th(? advantace and bcnelit of tlie 
kingdom and siil)iei-is and residents thereof. 
Tliese proi>osed changes did not deprive for- 
eigners of any rights or privileges enjoyed by 
them under the constitution of 1887, promul- 
gated by King Kalakana and bis Cabinet, 
w ithout tho consent of bis people or ratified 
bv their voles. 

'.My Ministers at the last moment changed 
their vIe^\s and rcpiested me todefer all action 
in coiiiu'ction with the constitution, and I 
yielded to ihcir advice, as bound to do by the 
existing coit!.titnti()n and Uw ^. 

A minority of the foreign pui>nlRtlon made iny 
action the pretext for overthrowing the moii- 
archy, and aided by the I'liited stales naval 
forces and representative established a new 
Government. 

I owed no allegiance to the Provisional Gov- 
ernment so established, nor to any power or to 
any one fave the will of my people and tho 
welfare of my country. 

The wishes'of my jreople were not consulted 
as to this change of government, and only those 
who were in practical rebellion against the 
constitutional Government were allowed to 
vote uiion the question whether the monarchy 
should exist or not. 

To prevent the shedding of the blood of my 
people, natives and forelKiiers alike, 1 opposed 
aimed interference and quietly yielded to the 
armed forces brought against my throne and 
submitted to the arbitrament of the Govern- 
ment of the United States the decision of my 
rights and those of the Uawlian people. Since 
then, as is well known to all, I have paniued 
the path of peace and diplomatic dtasassion 
and not that of internal strife. 

The United States, having first Interfered in 
the interest of those founding the Govenunent 
of 1893 upon the basis of levolution, concluded 
to leave to the HawatMB people the selection 
of their own form of government. 

This selection was anticipated and prevented 
by the Provisional Government, who, being 
possessed of the military and police power of 
the kingdom, so cramped the electoral prlvi- 
leges.that no free expression of their will was 
permitted to the people who were opposed to 
them.

I received no information from any one in 
regard to arms wliich were procured or which 
were to be procured, nor of anv men who were 
induced or to be ii5duced 10 join In any such 
uprising. 

I do not know why this information should 
have been witliheld from me, unlc,-s it was 
with a view to my personal safety or as a jire- 
cautionary measure. It would not have re- 
ceived my sanction, and I can assure the gen- 
tlemen 01 this commission that had I known 
of any such intention I would have dissuaded 
the promotors from such a \enlnre. But I will 
add that had I known, tlieir secrets would 
have been mine and inviolaieiv iireserveii. 

That I intended to change my Cabinet and to 
appoint certain oiticers of tlie "kingdom, in the 
event of my restoration, 1 will admit, but that 
I, or any one known to me, liad in part or 
whole i-stablished a new Governiiieni is not 
I true.

My uciions were dictated 
by tlie sole aim 01" doing goo,l to my beloved 
country, and of alleviatinir the privations and 
pains of those wlio iinlmppily and um\ isiMy ri- 
sf>rled to arms to regain an indo'Cn-ietu e 
which they thought had been unjustly wrested 
from them. 

As yon deal with them, so I pray that the 
Al mighty God may deal with you in your hours 
of trial. 

To my regret, much has been said al)ont the 
danger which threatened foreign women and 
children„and about the blood thirsttness of tbe 
Rawalians and the outrages which would have 
been perpetrated by them if they had suc- 
ceeded in their attempt to overthrow the re- 
publican Government. 

They who know the Hawaiian temper sad 
disposition understandthat there was no fona- 
datlon tor any such feais. The behavior of the 
rebels to those foreigners whom they captured 
and held'Shows that there was no malignancv 
in the hearts of the Hawaliana at all. I would 
have been sad, Indeed, if the doctrine of the 
Christian missionary fathers, taught to mv 
Iieople by them and those who succeeded them" 
should have fallen like the seed in the parable 
upon barren ground. 

I must deny your right to try me in the man- 
ner and by the court which you have called to- 
gether tor this purpose. In your actions vou 
violate your own constitution and laws which 
are now the constitution and laws of the land 

There may be in yonr eonscietu es a warrant 
for your action, in what you may deem a ne- 
cessity of the times, but you cannot find anv 
Jl"^ '"^f?;'" "f'ionin anv .set- 

tled, civilized or Christian land. Allwhd up- 
hold you in this unlawful proceeding may 
scorn and despte. my word, but the olTense of 
breaking and setting aside for a sp, ei fie pur- 
pose the laws of your own nation Snd d sre- 
garding all jnstlceand talmees mav be to ihem 
and to you the ronrce of an uiihappy and 
much to be regreUed l^aey. 

I would ask you to consider that your Gov- 
ernment Is on trial before the whole civilize.l 
worid, and that m accordance with vo i aV 
lions and decisions will vou yours". lves t,c 
judged. The happiness and prosperity of Ha- 
wail are henceforth in your fiands alone as i^s 
1 ulers. You are commencing a new- era in S

SOME UNWELCOME JAPS, 

Keoent Arrivals ia Honolnln Who Are Said to 
Be Traised Soldiers, 
A private letter from a well-known iour- 
iwliat and poUiahn in Honolala tew •» 



lie in this city conveys some iat^iesting 

items of news such as are not heralded 
abroad from the housetops in Hawaii. It 
also hints at a possible menace to the 
stability of the present Hawaiian Govern- 
ment from the far west^the victory-flushed 
empire of Japan. In this connection the 
letter says: 

•'More than 800 Japanese arrived a few 
days ago in a German steamer, .\bout 130 
of these were students' and had $30 each 
in their pockets, aa required by our immi- 
gration law. Tbe OoTemment was latber 
startled and bag forbiddte further immi- 
gration of that kind. In the meantime 
tlie Japanese Consul smiles and points to 
onr constitution, the treaty and our immi- 
gration laws, and he whispers that he be- 
lieves there will be 1000 Japs coming here 
every two months. The Japanese 'students' 
are not taken to with any great show of 
welcome, because they look too much like 
trained soldiers in disguise. A few hun- 
dred more of the same sort may change 
tlie history of these islands and alter onr 
coloring on the map of the world." 

As an illustration of thecantiousnessand 
doubting feelings thai dominate the leaders 
of the Government, the letter-writer says: 

"Our gracious Government lias permit- 
ted the American Admiral to land his men 
for drill once a week, but they must be 
without cartridges. The Government is 
evidently afraid that the 'bovs in blue' 
might not return to their ship without 
taking a hand In an insurrection. 

"Our 'boys' are of course in jail and are • 
scraping the walls of their prisons. The ■ 
poor food and hard labor have rather dis- 
pirited them and they feel depresseil. 

"No disposition of" a lietiiiite nature has 
been made of the ex-Queen. Tlie idea pre- 
vails that she will be sent to Washington 
place, there to remain either as a prisoner 
under lock and key or on parole. Bush, 
the newspaper man. has come out with bis 
Ka Leo (the Voice) in favor of the Coverii- 
luent and annexation, and the natives 
have boycotted him. 

Speaking of laws recently enacted by the 
Kxecutive and Advisory Council this cor- 
respondent has this to say : 

"I pointed out to my esteemed friend, 
Tim Murray, that the 'Dangerous persons 
acts' and other like laws were not meant 
for the defunct royalists, but for the Teiy 
lively annexationists. The language of 
ray friend and his immediate followers 
was awful to hear, and the Star demanded 
the killing of the bill. But Brother Pole 
couldn't be stopped, iind upon Hatch's 
statement that evil-minded persons now 
abroad might bring an invading army to 
the islands and take t he i.GtoTemment the. 
Council became frightened and passed the 
act by a uiianiinotis vote. 

"You will notice that no claims .can b* 
brought in our courts against the Govern- 
ment, and that all acts committed under 
martial law have been legalized. That 
saves us the trouble of exhausting oar 
remedies for redress here and therefon onr 
Government can take up our olainis di- 
rectly. 

"T"lie brave supp irters of the republic do 
not like the actions of President Bole and 
his cohorts. Thev claim that we are a w- 
pnblic with a big 'R. and that a Legislature 
was duly elected l ist year. They object to 
the lawmaking, 1 ; tbe .^.dvisonr Council 
and tlie active part of Mr. Dole in the in- 
troduction and passing of bills that should 
be left to the Legislature." 

Pr. M. Soule, surgeon on the steamship 
Australia, was seen at the Occidental last 
night. Ill speiking of the present condi- 
tion of things in Hawaii, he said: 

"Everythinp is quiet and the present 
Government;scems to have a firm grip on 
affairs of state. But you oan't always tell 
what may happen. One thing, however, ia 
certain. N ' insurrection will ever i>e 
started by tin natives again. I tliink they 
have had enough of that sort of thing, and 
now they have settled down to their ordi- 
nary mode of life again. Other elements, 
how ever, may stir up trouble again." 

E. Hurleiph, member of a wholesale mer- 
chandise hrm, was a passenger , on the 
Anstralia and is a gneet at the OccidentaL 
In speaking; of tbe aftermath of the last- 
attempted insurrection, he remarked: 

•It's all over with. Tliero are no more 
prisoners in jail to be tried for treason. 
There are a few natives still in durance 
vile, but the general impression is that 
they will soon be set at liberty withont 
going thioogh the foimalitgr of ft tciid."
